Cyclist endures tests of pain to become Olympian 


The great athletes understand pain. 


They know that the more pain they 
endure, the greater are their chances 
for success. 


Some athletes endure more pain 


than others because they have chosen 
a more ferocious sport, or because 
they have adopted more rigorous 
training. 


A very few are just unlucky. They 


fight not only for athletic success, but 
also for their health. Some fight for 
the right to walk. 


Twenty-two-ycar-old Bob Vehe of 


Mount Prospect never became de- 
railed from his goal to race a bicycle 
in the Olympic Games. But he might 


have, and nobody would have blamed 
him. 


Bob did not stop working toward 


that goal despite breaking his left col- 
larbone plus all major bones in his 
left teg seven years ago. 


HE CONTINUED IN his quest to 


reach the Olympic Games despite 
shattering his left forearm four years 
ago. 


Bob persisted because the Olympic 


Games always have been his foremost 
goal, the meat of his life. He would 
not concede defeat, not without finally 
knowing whether Bob Vehe could be- 
come a champion. 


"I've had a lifelong dream to win a

gold medal," Bob said from Allen- 
town, Pa., adjacent to Trexlertown 
where his training soon will be com- 
pleted for this month's XIX Summer 
Olympic Games. 


Bob will train at 
Trexlertown 


through Saturday. Then the American 
cyclists will fly into upstate New York 
before taking a bus into Montreal for 
the games, which begin July 17. 


Winning a gold medal is not likely 


this year. There are too many fine 


Europeans. Perhaps in I960. But it 
has become an obsession for Bob 
Vehe. 


"You have to be obsessed to be a 


bike rider," said Bob, who still re- 
gards speed skating as his favorite 
sport, "But I enjoy it. I'm just start- 
ing to reap the benefits." 


AN ATHLETE OF lesser dedication 


might have retired seven years ago. 
That was when 15-year-old Bob Vehe 
survived an incredible bicycle-truck 
accident. 


The date was July 21, 1909. Bob was 


riding near his home. His vision was 
obscured by a line of tall bushes. 


"I didn't see the truck coming, and 


he didn't see me," said Bob. "It threw 
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me into the air. I came down in the 
street." 


The diagnosis read broken left col- 


larbone plus breaks in all major 
bones of his left leg. Pins and plates 
were used to reassemble Bob Vehe. 


He did not walk for eight months. 


Pins and plates were inside Bob for 10 
months. Less than one year after the 
accident, Bob Vehe was racing again. 


He competed in state and national 


finals from 1970-72, his highest finish 
being a third at 1971 nationals. In the 
fall of 1972, Bob was shelved again 
with a shattered left forearm. He wai 
injured while playing soccer.

Governors meeting ends 
calling for aid reform

HERSHEY, Pa. (UFI) — The nation's 
governors wrapped up their summer 
conference Tuesday by endorsing 
phased deregulation of natural gas 
and welfare reforms that include min- 
imum national welfare payments. 


After three days in this resort, 


noted for its chocolate factories, most 
of the chief executives traveled to 
Philadelphia to visit with England's 
Queen Elizabeth aboard her yacht. 


Earlier in the day, Jimmy Carter 


appeared at the session and received 
the endorsement oE about 30 Demo- 
cratic governors. 


The controversy 1 welfare reform 


package, the handy work of a task 
force headed by GOP Gov. Daniel J. 
Evans of Washington, was adopted by 
a 24-11 vote followiig considerable de- 
bate. 


BEFORE ADOPTING the propos- 


als, the governor's included a line em- 
phasizing that the welfare payments 
were not intended us a guaranteed an- 
nual income, a nuitter several of the 
governors questioned during the de- 
bate. 


The proposals will be used to draft 


legislation that will be offered to Con- 
gress later this year. They call for a 
federally funded consolidation of so- 
cial benefits, with income mainte- 
nance available to all eligible persons 
below established poverty levels 


They also ask that a national min- 


imum payment standard, with region- 
al variations, be established along 
with work incentive programs that in- 
c l u d c r e g i s t r a t i o n o f welfare 


recipients who are physically and 
mentally able. 


The 
governors 
rejected 
over- 


whelmingly a move by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes of Ohio to turn all welfare 
programs over to the federal govern- 
ment. 


GOV. ARCH A. MOORE, a West 


Virginia Republican, argued, how- 
ever, that the welfare proposal went 
too far in handing the federal govern- 
ment control. "It is a serious mis- 
take," Moore said. 


By a surprisingly strong 34-5 vote, 


the governors approved recommenda- 
tions by a committee headed by Gov. 
Thomas Salmon of Vermont for dere- 
gulation of new natural gas wellhead 
prices. A similar move at the gover- 
nors' meeting last winter failed. 


The only governors in attendance 


voting against the measure were 
Govs Milton Shapp of Pennsylvania, 
Philip Noel of Rhode Island, Dan 
Walker of Illinois, Michael Dukakis of 
Massachusetts and Mike O'Callaghan 
of Nevada.

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Highest court curbs 'illegal' evidence appeal rights 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - Tin Su- 


preme Court ruled Tuesday criminal 
defendant* have no constitutional 
right to appeal their state court con- 
victions to federal tribunals on 
grounds police Illegally seized evi- 
dence used against them. 


The decision — which curbs an im- 


portant right afforded the accused un- 
der Chief Justice Earl Warren — was 
the major ruling in the court's last 
day of activity before adjourning for 
the summer. 


Following up on its decisions last 


Friday upholding SOON death penalty 
laws and striking down others, the 
Justices ruled Oklahoma's death pen- 
alty law unconstitutional and vacated 
the death sentences for six Oklaho- 
mans who had appealed to the high 
court* 


The court also agreed to consider 


additional abortion issues next term 
by granting bearings to St. Louis, 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania offi- 
cials forced by lower courts to make 
abortions available in public hospitals

Flags throughout the capital flew at 


half staff as the Ugandan soldiers and 
the five Arab and two German hija- 
ckers were buried side by side. 
Uganda Radio said they received full 
military honors. 


After the mass funeral, Amin vis- 


ited soldiers wounded by Israeli 
commandos who attacked Entebbe 
airfield Saturday and freed 104 hos- 
tages held by the hijackers of an Air 
France Jetliner on June 27. 


A message from the Popular Front 


for the Liberation of Palestine, which 
the hijackers said they represented, 
was read at the funeral by Somali 
Ambassador Hash! Abdullah Farah. 


Farah, who said the burial marked a 


"historic moment," acted as inter- 
mediary for the guerrillas In negotia- 
tions during the week-long drama. 


In a radio statement, Amin said he 


was "going back to the barracks" to 
concentrate on military affairs after 
the Ugandan debacle in the 36-minuto 
encounter with the Israelis. 


At least 11 warpUnes of Uganda's 


two-squadron Soviet-supplied air force 
were crippled. 


After accusing Germany, France 


and Kenya of collusion in the "Israeli 
Zionist aggression," Amin said he had 
"nothing against" Kenya. 


Kenya has sought to minimize its 


role, but has not officially denied 
Ugandan charges the Israelis refueled 
In Nairobi where a field hospital was 
set up to treat the Injured on the way 
home. 


In Nairobi, the Nation, a non-gov- 


ernment newspaper, praised the Is- 
raeli action and said "the Israelis 
taught the world a lesson in how to 
deal with terrorism." 


It said the mission "saved scores of

The 1961 decision was one of the 


most controversial handed down un- 
der Warren. Prosecutors have been 
attempting 
to overturn the 
"ex- 


clusionary rule" every since. 


Justice Lewis F. Powell, writing for 


the court majority, declined to go so 
.far. But the court did bold that state 
courts are able to rule on what evi- 
dence is admissible at a trial without 
being subject to further review in fed- 
eral courts. 


Powell said permitting federal re- 


view of state convictions on Fourth 
Amendment illegal search and seizure 
grounds "deflects the truthfinding 
process and often frees the guilty" be- 
cause otherwise reliable evidence is 


excluded on technical grounds. 


"Thus, although the rule is thought 


to deter unlawful police activity in 
part through the nurturing of respect 
for Fourth Amendment values," Pow- 
ell said, "if applied indiscriminately, 
it may well have the opposite effect of 
generating disrespect for the law and 
the administration of justice." 


If state procedures afford the de- 


fendant a chance to fully present his 
illegal search claims, Powell said, 
there is no need for federal court in- 
tervention. 


Israel buries 
leader of 
commando raid 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — Thousands 


of Israelis bade an emotional farewell 
Tuesday to the American-born com- 
mando leader slain in the rescue of 
more than 100 hijack hostages in a 
spectacular strike into Uganda. 


An honor guard of red-bereted para- 


troopers fired three volleys into the 
air as six army officers carried the 
flag-draped coffin of Lt. Col. Yona- 
than Netanyahu through a crowd of 
about 4,000. 


The slain officer's family, who flew 


to Israel for the funeral from the 
United States, stood together as De- 
fense Minister Shimon Peres hailed 
the rescue as "an extraordinary oper- 
ation in military history." 


Netanyahu, 30, was shot in the back 


as he led the attack force in Satur- 
day's midnight raid on the terminal in 
Entebbe, Uganda, where 104 hostages 
were held by pro-Palestinian hija- 
ckers.

Democrats plan override 
Jobs bill vetoed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Casting his 


52nd veto, President Ford Tuesday re- 
jected a S3.9 billion public works bill 
sponsored by Democrats who said it 
would create or preserve 350,000 jobs. 
He said Congress was playing elec- 
tion-year politics 


"This bill would not create lasting 


Jobs but would create new inflationary 
pressures," Font said in refusing to 
accept the bill, the same reasoning he 
used in February when he vetoed an 
almost identical $6.2 billion measure. 


In advance of Ford's action, con- 


gressional Democrats said they would 
try to override another veto. 


The President said the bill reflected 


Democratic backing for more federal 
spending and bigger deficits despite 
his appeals for restraint. 


"The signs are unmistakeable," 


Ford said at an Oval Office ceremo- 
ny. "Four months before a national 
election, 
Congress 
is moving 
full 


speed ahead down the road to bigger 
and bigger giveaway programs. 


"The American people want and de- 


serve something better " 


The House passed the bill 328 to 83 


and the Senate by a 69-25 vote, both 
margins big enough to reverse Ford's 
veto. Some Republicans, including As- 


sistant Senate GOP Leader Robert 
Griffin of Michigan, urged the Presi- 
dent to sign it. 


But Ford, in a veto message, said 


he was determined to keep "our econ- 
omy on the road to healthy, sustained 
growth" and that he had not changed 
his views since February. 


"Bad policy is bad, whether (he in- 


flation price tag is $4 billion or $6 bil- 
lion," he said. 


Ford vetoed a similar bill in Febru- 


ary, saying it would increase inflation 
and fail to provide lasting jobs. After 
Ford's February veto, the House 
voted to override but the Senate fell 


three votes short of the 60 needed to 
reverse the President's stand. 


The bill's major provision would 


have given state ami local govern- 
ments $2 billion in federal aid for pub- 
he works projects which could begin 
in 90 days and which would be de- 
signed mainly to create jobs in the 
construction industry. 


The bill, one of the main pieces of 


legislation pushed by congressional 
Democrats to deal with the unemploy- 
ment problem, also provided for $1.25 
billion in aid to state and local gov- 
ernments hard hit by the recession to 
help them avoid laying off workers.

CDT) blastoff, Moscow 
television reported all systems aboard

and the crew had begun "to fulfill 
their program."

Viking landing site 'tricky' business 


PASADENA, Caif. (UPI) - Viking scientists Tuesday 


looked at Viking 1's proposed landing site on Mars and 
its geological makeup and said it was a "very tricky 
business." 


James Cults, of the orbiter Imaging team for the 


Mars probe, described the kinds of uncertainty in put- 
ting the lander on the Martian surface. 


He said the scientists have to determine from maps 


and pictures the risks and hazards on the ground. 


"We can delineate an area of terrain and we can 


estimate in some way the chances of encountering a 
slope or a boulder," he said. 


"It's a very difficult form of extrapolation because 


the photos show only a resolution of objects about 100 
meters (375 feet) in size. 


"What is down on the ground of an unknown planet is 


a very tricky business " 


Cults and other Viking project leaders described the 


complex procedure for determining a sit* for the July 
17 landing in an area called the Northwest Territory. 


"Because of the uncertainties in targeting Viking," he 


said, "it has to be a very large area before we can be 
sure we will land inside it. If there is a crater or a 
mountain we have to give it a very wide berth. 


"Then we take a chance on running into another one. 


The problem is finding the least unfavorable site." 


"We were able to find locations where we could suc- 


ceed in getting a 92 per cent chance of landing on 
smooth plains," he said. "But there may be horrors 
lying on the plains we don't know about." 


Administration in Washington, said:

Official sources said only that "So- 


yuz 21 mil conduct joint experiments 
with Salyut S," the space laboratory 
rocketed into earth orbit June 22.

Two former cosmonauts said 
last month that Salyut S had docking 
portals for two space ships and could 
accommodate up to six persons.

mission in January, 1969, said: "Our 
flight opens a series of manned 
flights."

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Metropolitan briefs 
U.S. to investigate 
layoffs by state unit

Two federal agencies planned an investigation of personnel prac- 


tices in the Illinois Bureau of Employment Security, where a recent 
layoff of 123 IBES employes threathened to trigger a strike by 1,500 
persons Wednesday. Alexander P. White, regional director of the U. 
S. Dept of Labor's Midwest office, said Tuesday the probe by the 
Labor Dept. and the U. S. Civil Service Commission would cover 
IBES records and the "whole personnel operation." The in- 
vestigation will seek to determine whether the recent layoffs violate 
federal employment guidelines. Federal investigators plan to 
check whether women and minorities were laid off first, whether 
patronage workers were kept over Civil Service employes and 
whether employes were given sufficient notice. 


White said the cutbacks were in response to federal regulations 


calling for a cutback in expenses. The Dept. of Labor imposed the 
regulations after agreeing to guarantee continued financing of state 
unemployment programs. A strike is threatened by more than 1,500 
members of Local 1006 of the American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes, which represents about 25 of those laid 
off last week. The local claims the IBES fired low-paid women and 
minority workers rather than newly hired, higher paid profes- 
sionals. 


2 dentists face fraud claim 


Two Chicago dentists received as much as $500,000 in state wel- 


fare payments for fraudulent work, the director of the Illinois Leg- 
islative Advisory Committee on Public Aid charged Tuesday. Joel 
Edelman said a committee investigation revealed that within 16 
months one dentist claimed to have filled the same tooth 14 times in 
one case and 11 times in another. State Sen. Donald A. Moore, 
R-Mldlothian, committee chairman, said one dentist received 
$375,089 in welfare funds and the other said he got $161,999 in the 16 
months ending in April. The committee found that 225 of the 757 
fillings claimed performed by the two were duplications, Moore 
said. 


Chicago ozone advisory issued 


An ozone advisory was Issued for Chicago Tuesday. Persons with 


respiratory or heart ailments were advised to avoid strenuous ac- 
tivity and to consult with their doctor if necessary. The advisory 
was issued at 11 a.m. after ozone readings of 85 parts per billion 
were recorded at Kenwood High School on Chicago's South Side for 
two consecutive hours and weather conditions appeared unlikely to 
change for the next 24 hours.

Dist. 59 unit district plan an update of '73 version 


'Quality education' key point: officials 


The key words in deciding the fate 


of a unit school district petition are 
"quality education," school officials 
suy. 


Both major officials who review the 


evidence in a unit district petition pro- 
cess said their primary concern is 
whether quality education 
will bo 


maintained or promoted through the 
consolidation effort. 


For tin1 issue to come before the 


voters of the area involved, the peli- 
turns must (4o through several steps. 


The initial step to .start a unit dis- 


trict movement has turn completed 
for the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
area. A committee of !0 residents 
filed a petition .setting the boundaries, 
tiix rate and request for an election on 
the issue The petitions have been ac- 
cepted, which places the issue in the 
county .schools superintendent's office. 


Richard Martwick. county superin- 


tendent, has set the first hearing date 
for Thursday, when proponents and 
opponents of the milt district can pre- 
sent evidence supporting their views. 


MAKTWICK MUST MAKK a rec- 


ommendation to Joseph f'ronin, state 
schools superintendent, as well a.s pre- 
sent nil evidence given at the hear- 
ings. 


Cronin has the final word on wheth- 


er a unit district election will be held. 
Only Dist. 59 residents will be able to 
vote on the proposal, according to 
state law. 


Although Martwick's recommenda- 


tion is advisory to the state superin- 
tendent, he said the county superin- 
tendent is "the person whom I think 
the state superintendent should have 
confidence in making the decision." 


Martwick said when he reviews nil 


the information, "I will have to con- 
sider what is best for youngsters from 
all the arcn." 


Martwick said many issues aro in- 


volved In the evidence presented in a 
unit district petition. He said the ma- 
jor issues involve the finances of the 
proposed unit district and other af- 
fected districts, as welt as the educa- 
tional programs.

sentcd, but the primary responsibility 
is the education programs," he said. 
Martwick said financial issues are in- 
volved a.s they pertain to the educa- 
tion programs — whether the finan- 
cial babe will be adequate to support 
or promote the education programs. 


Cronin said usually the major issue 


in deciding whether the unit district 
question goes to the voters is the size 
of the proposed district. Most propos- 
als consolidate- a number of smaller 
districts into a larger district, he said. 


There, is "no magic figure" as to 


the best size for a school district, but 
the "uppermost limit" outside of the 
Chicago .school system would be be- 
tween yu.iXM) and 45,000 students, he 
said. 


THE KLK GROVE proposal would 


create a unit district with 17 ele- 
mentary .schools, five 
junior 
high 


schools, two high schools and about 
15.000 students. 


"Elk Grove is one of several unit 


district requests with complicating 
factors which must be reviewed," 
Cronin said. "It is kind of open-ended 
and

merce recommending that a study be 
done on the subject. 


The Dist. 59 school board took the 


idea one step further by establishing a 
citizens' committee to update a unit 
district study done in 1973 by the ele- 
mentary school district. 


The 1973 study committee voted 


against pursuing a unit district in 
Dist. 59. However, the study did rec- 
ommend that another group look at 
the issue in the future. 


Although the 1973 committee studied 


several options in forming a unit dis- 
trict, the committee formed this year 
limited its investigation to a unit dis- 
trict that would form along the Dist. 
59 boundaries. The committee worked 
with Illinois School Consultants, a pri- 
vate firm hired by the Dist. 59 board 
to prepare data for the 1973 and 1976 
studies. 


THE PROPOSED unit district will 


separate Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools from High School Dist. 
214 and will place the two high schools 
and 
all 
the 
Dist. 59 elementary 


schools under the control of one board 
of education and administration. 


After more than three months of 


study and discussion, the 1976 study 
committee voted 14 to 9 to support go- 
ing through the legal process to form 
a Dist. 59 unit district. 


A committee of 10 residents — Hie 


nucleus of the study committee — 
filed a petition in April with the coun- 
ty schools superintendent, as required 
by law. The petition asks that an elec- 
tion be held on the issue of forming a 
Dist. 59 unit district. The petition calls 
for a combined education and building 
fund tax rate of $3.84 per $100 equal- 
ized assessed valuation for the unit 
district, which equals the anticipated 
combined tax rates for Dist. 59 and 
Dist. 214. 


A SERIES OF legal steps now will 


begin before the issue gets to the vot- 
ers, beginning with a series of public 
hearings on the issues. The first hear- 
ing is at 7 p.m. Thursday at Elk 
Grove High School, 500 Elk Grove 
Blvd. It will not adjourn until all per- 
sons wishing to present evidencs have 
been heard. 


The final word on whether an elec- 


tion will be held rests with the state 
schools superintendent, Joseph Cro- 
nin, who will review the evidence and 
county superintendent's recommenda- 
tion. 


If an election is called for, residents 


in Dist. 59 will have the opportunity to 
decide whether to form the first unit 
district in the Northwest suburbs.

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Urgent need for worldwide hijack law: Kissinger

Sec. of State Henry Kissinger in 


Chicago Tuesday called Israel's raid 
on tin Ugandan airport to rescue hos- 
tages in an airline hijacking this 
weekend "an unprecedented act" 
and renewed a call (or international 
law to deal with hijackers. 


Speaking to about 1,500 persons at a 


luncheon sponsored by the Chicago 
Council on Foreign Relations, Kissin- 
ger repeated President Ford's state- 


ment praising the Israeli rescue mis- 
sion. 


In answer to a question, Kissinger 


said Israel's action "is clearly an un- 
precedented act, but in a situation 
where the host government proved at 
a minimum unable to enforce any in- 
ternational law (against the hijack- 
ers) we clearly have a new problem." 


Kissinger said the U.S. for years 


has called for international law pro- 
viding that no nation would help ter- 
rorists or hijackers. 


He said, "We believe it is essential 


that some International arrangement 
be made to deal with terrorism be- 
cause it cannot be tolerated that in- 
nocent people become the playthings 
of international thugs." 


SURVIVORS OF the Ugandan hi- 


jacking have said they believe Ugan- 
dan Pres. Idi Amin actually was sup- 
porting the hijackers in their efforts 
to force Israel to release political 
prisoners in return for the lives of the 
hostages. 


During his prepared speech, Kissin- 


ger said the United States is both 
militarily and economically strong 
and decried campaign statements by 
candidates to the contrary as "rhetor- 
ic of impotence." 


Kissinger said, "Our national objec- 


tives and ideals if they are well con- 
ceived cannot change every four 
years, or with every new adminis- 
tration. To pretend that they do, or 
even that they can, would make 
American policy itself a major factor 


Carter too vague on issues: Reagan 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Charging 


the Democratic Party is being led by 
elitists, Ronald Reagan said Tuesday 
Jimmy Carter's "soothing rhetoric, 
pleasant smiles and reorganization 
gimmicks" are not going to resolve 
the problems of big government. 


"You can't get to the heart of an 


issue by Doing vague about it," Rea- 
gan said in a nationally televised 
speech taped in advance. "And you 
don't discipline an Irresponsible and 
wasteful Congress by putting an in- 
dulgent friend in the White House. 


"You don't fix bad policies by rear- 


ranging or replacing one bureaucrat 
with another. You have to replace bad 
ideas with good ones." 


Reagan did not use Carter's name 


but strongly criticized "those whose 
approach to government combines 
soothing rhetoric, pleasant smiles and 
reorganization gimmicks" — a refer- 
ence to the Georgia Democrat's well- 
known proposal to reduce the size of 
government. 


IN A HALF-HOUR speech pur- 


chased on the ABC-TV network to 
boost his challenge to President Ford 
for the GOP nomination, Reagan said 
he offered his party "something more 
than words, and that is my record as 
governor" of California. 


"I'm not asking you to help me be- 


cause I say, "Trust me, don't ask 
questions, and everything will be 
fine,'" he saffl. 


Last March, when Reagan first 


bought national television time, he 


was able to raise about 1790,000 and 
rescue what was then a financially 
faltering campaign. 


Reviewing his two-term record as 


governor, Reagan said he wanted to 
apply what his administration did at 
the national level, declaring, "I be- 
lieve I can do the job that has to be 
done." 


Employing much of the familiar 


anti-big government themes of his 
standard campaign speech, Reagan, a 
former Democrat, said the Democrat- 
ic Party had been "taken over by elit- 
ists who believed only they could plan 
properly the lives of the people." 


REAGAN SAID he believed that 


"for too many years a philosophy of 
government has dominated Washing- 
ton and especially the Congress — a 


philosophy that works against the val- 
ues of the family and the values that 
were so basic to the building of this 
country. 


"I believe this is the central issue of 


this campaign and of our time." 


Reagan said government spending 


was the greatest cause of inflation 
and called government antidiscrimi- 
nation regulations in both education 
and hiring practices "in effect a quota 
system" in which certain groups of 
Americans become "victim of reverse 
discrimination. 


"No American should be dis- 


criminated against," Reagan said, but 
added that be would "like to have the 
opportunity to put an end to this fed- 
eral distortion of the principle of 
equal rights." 


of instability in the world." 


Kissinger made one statement seen 


by observers as a jab at both Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate Jimmy 
Carter, who has called for an "open" 
foreign policy and Republican Ronald 
Reagan, who has said Kissinger is too 
soft on the Soviet Union. 


HE SAID, "We must avoid both a 


sentimentality that would substitute 
good will for strength and a mock 
toughness that would substitute pos- 
turing for a clear perception of our 
national interssts." 


Referring to a Reagan charge that 


he is the "Lone Ranger of foreign pol- 
icy," Kissinger joked, "I have to get 
out west regularly because of that 
claim. It has very much impressed 
my son, who has never seen me on a 
horse." 


Kissinger also said he is convinced 


the United States will continue efforts 
to reach agreement with the Soviet 
Union. While avoiding the word de- 
tente, Kissinger said the United States 
will continue negotiating for a strate- 
gic arms limitation agreement. He 
said, "The President will not hesitate 
to sign an agreement that protects 
our national interests and those of our 
allies, but he will never agree simply 
for the sake of agreement " 


KISSINGER ALSO said the U.S. 


will respond to Soviet intervention in 
all parts of the world. He said, "We 
will not permit the relaxation of ten- 
sions to be practiced selectively. We 
cannot accept insistence on restraint 
on strategic arms or in Central Eu- 


rope while tensions are exacerbated 
in other parts of the world." 


On other subjects, Kissinger said: 
• On making foreign policy: "The 


time has come to build a new foreign 
policy consensus ... AU the setbacks 
of the last decade were essentially 
self-inflicted and therefore within our 
power to remedy. Democrats and Re- 
publicans, Congress and the Execu- 
tive, government and citizen must 
once again conduct the foreign policy 
debate in the spirit of partnership." 


• On relations with Western Eu- 


rope: "For many years there have 
been no major disputes between 
America and our allies. The relations 
among the industrial democracies 
have not been as close in many dec- 
ades." 


• On developing nations: "We have 


offered our cooperation in our own in- 
terest and in the hope it will help 
build a better world, but we insist that 
others meet us in the same spirit. We 
will resist hostile resolutions and un- 
workable proposals. Artificial major- 
ities and claims to a monopoly on 
morality in world forums will only un- 
dermine public support here and in 
the other industrial democracies."

"There is a question legally if we can 
pass any budget at all now that the 
June 30 deadline is past," he said. "If 
we do we might open ourselves to 
future litigation. 


"We do not consider this an attack 


on the four suburban members," 
O'Malley said. "I think they would 
agree that the court can handle the 
situation." 


Pikarsky said the decision to file 


the suit was made over the weekend 
and did not have anything to do with 
a compromise proposed Monday by 
the suburban board members. 


Suburban directors proposed that 


Pikarsky be replaced by O'Malley as 
chairman and suggested appointing 
Leo Cusick, head of the RTA's trans- 
portation division, as chief operating 
officer of the RTA. The four directors 
also proposed approval of operating 
subsidies for area transit companies

duties now carried out by the elected 
county clerk and county treasurer. 


The tax administration office would 


not include the politically sensitive 
county assessor's office. 


TIIE 
RECOMMENDATION for 


creation of a county president, will 
make county government more nearly 
like the state and national govern- 
ments in which the executive is not a 
member of the legislative body, said 
one commissioner, who asked not to 
be identified. Currently, Dunne func- 
tions as county executive at times, 
but also votes as a member of the 
county board. 


The proposal for single member dis- 


tricts was supported by the commis- 
sion as a way to make the county 
board more responsive to the voters, 
the commissioner said. However, the 
commissioner acknowledged fears by 
suburban Repulicans that boundaries 
for districts will be drawn to elimi- 
nate suburban representation on the 
board. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect said he favors 
single-member districts for county 
board members, "but only if they do 
not cross city (Chicago) suburban 
lines. Anything short of that would 
leave it wide open to seriously dilute 
suburban representation." 


The suburbs currently are repre- 


sented by MX county board members, 
with 10 elected from the city.

It wu • hot day In JUM, but tbt kid* who gath- 


ered in Jan Sinaraon's DM Plaines backyard were 
turning out cool erealloni by tha down, draping 
thtm on buihat and plants to dry. 


If you spilled, there were no floors to mop; if you 


splashed, It hit only your dad's old shirt, worn back- 
wards for such occasions. And no one seemed start- 
led at the sight of blue, green or pink hands. 


Jan Suiamon, artist and craft teacher, was proving 


a point. "If kids can do it, adults can do It," she 
said. 


She was referring to Florentine marbteixing, a pro- 


cess that produces a marbled effect on paper, card- 
board or wood. This type decoration flourished in the 
Mth century. Its Influence may be seen in the ornate 
fly-leaves of antique books. 


STUNNING GIFT boxes can be made by gluing 


marblelMd paper to last year's boxes. Or it can be 
used simply as gin wrapping paper. Marbleited 
cardboard can be cut Into ornaments and wall deco- 
rations, It can be used to mat pictures, or as a back- 
ground for a white cut-out silhouette. Marblelzed 
wood boxes and wood picture frames are handsome 
room accessories. 


Jan and her friend, Helen Grlvas, have taught Flo- 


rentine marbleizing to children before — Jan at Ter- 
race School to grades M, and Helen at North School 
to grades 2 and 3. Jan also includes it In her Crest- 
ive Crafts for Children at Northwest Suburban 
YMCA. 


"It's so spontaneous," ssld Mrs. Grlvas. 


"It's to messy," sdded Mrs. Sinaraon. "They love 


It." 


The two agree that to help children discover and 


delight In their own creativity, adults must learn to 
keep their hands behind their backs. "Helen and I 
are old MontasMri mother-helpers," laughed Jan. 
"We let the kids experiment." 


TANIA AND PETER Grlvas, 8 and •; and Mary- 


both and Lisa Slnamon, 9 and 13, were having a ball. 
Each had an aluminum foil-lined carton filled with 
cool water. Tin cans held various colors of oU paints 
mixed with refined turpentine (It smelled of lemons) 
snd benzine. Using Jan's iced tea spoons, the kids 


dripped the color of their choice onto the surface of 
the water. 


"The best part is when you put the paint in," said 


Marybeth. Tania agreed, "I think it's really neat." 


"I like combing it," said Lisa, and that's what she 


did next, gently swirling the colors with a graining 
comb (formal name for a piece of corrugated card- 
board with a row of nails stuck into one edge.) 


Onto the surface of the slowly swirling water, she 


lowered her white paper, holding it by diagonal cor- 
ners so the center of the paper touched the paint 
swirls first. "Watch out for air pockets," said her 
mother. 


Final step is to catch one's breath at the beauty 


and originality of one's own creation, then spread it 
on the bushes to dry before starting another. 


"WE COULD frame them," Peter said proudly. 


Jan Sinamon, a free-thinking type of craft artist, 


went to a free-thinking type of experimental school 
as a child. She was also allowed to get messy — very 
messy — and she was never spanked for it. "My 
mother just put me into the tub, clothes and all," 
she said. 


Whatever It might be attributed to, the fact is she 


has turned out to be an extremely versatile craft 
artist and teacher in such areas as needlepoint, corn 
husk dolls, shell mirrors, fabric-covered frames, 
Christmas wreaths and ornaments. Some years ago, 
as one of the originators of the lavishly decorated 
Christmas ball ornaments, she had difficulty keeping 
Field's and Peacock's supplied with her fast-selling 
creations.

Spices substitute . 
for salt or fats 


la tome parts of Asia, especially parts of IwUa, curry powder fc 


used at a Masoning Instead of salt. Curry tastes very dlffernt and 
is somewhat of an adjustment for those of us who have grown «P 
with traditional American cooklag. 


Is curry powder a viable alternative for a young, borderline by 


perlenslve who would like to restrict the intake of sodium? 


Curry powder and other spices are exceptionally useful in cooking 


without salt or in limiting the fat in food. I think we would all be 
batter off If we learned to season food with spices and use toss salt 
and fat for flavor. 


You may be interested to know that the spice world has a much 


lower rate of heart and vascular disease caused by fatty cholesterol 
deposits in the arteries than the non-spice world. The non-spice 
world has relied on fats, such as butter to season vegetables and 
other dishes. This converts many of nature's low fat foods into 
relatively high fat foods and that Is a major factor in why some 
people have so much fat in their diet. 


Let me give you an example. When you buy a package of frozen 


peas, they contain little or no fat, but when you cook the package 
you will likely put in at least a tablespoon of butter or margarine. 
Then about half or more of the calories In the cooked peas come 
from fat. If you had used a nonfat seasoning, that would not have 
happened. So both to limit sodium and limit fat (and hence calories 
that lead to being overweight) I think the use of spices should be 
encouraged.

ounces of creamed cottage cheese contains 89 milligrams of so- 
dium; uncreamed 290 milligram*. 


Doe« powdered milk contain less sodium than whole or 2 per cent 


buttorfat milk? Please explain bow creamed cottage cheese has so 
much less sodium than uncreamcd. 


Butterfat is very low in sodium. Unsalted butter contains lets 


than 10 milligrams in 1M grams (3.5 oz.). Part of the weight of 
creamed cottage cheese is from the creamy liquid it is creamed 
with, high in butterfat and lower in sodium than the dry curd. 
Hence the uncreamed dry weight of the cottage curds contains the 
most sodium. For most people that is not a valid argument for the 
use of creamed versus uncreamed cottage cheese. The uncreamed 
variety Is an excellent low-fat source of protein and calcium. 


A cup of whole mUk (24S grams) contains 122 milligrams of 


sodium and a cup of skim milk 127 milligrams — not an important 
difference. Milk fortified with 2 per cent nonfat solids has a little 
more (148 milligrams per cup). A cup of liquid milk made with 
nonfat dry milk powder (one and one-third cup of powder per 
quart) will contain only 86 milligrams of sodium. These values are 
derived from data from the U.S Department of Agriculture.

Request for eggplant 


recipe turns up oldie 


Dear Dorothy: Can't recall you ever having offered a recipe for 


French-fried eggplant.

You sent me digging into my old box of recipes. The eggplant is 


peeled only U the skin is very tough (I've always peeled mine), cut 
Into half-Inch strips, dipped in batter and cooked In deep or shallow 
hot fat until brown. The batter Is made by mixing one cup flour 
with one-half teaspoon salt, one egg, one cup milk and one teaspoon 
vegetable oil and beating until smooth. Drain the fried eggplant on 
paper towels and sprinkle with salt. It can be served this way or 
sprinkled with grated Parmesan. 


Dear Dorothy: On a recent tour of duty, my son stepped in Hong 


Kong and bought enough natural raw silk for living room draperies. 
Should this material be pro-washed before being made into drap- 
eries or would it require dry cleaning afterwards? — Mrs. Beulah

material you have is washable, you have no alternative but to have 
it dry cleaned. For those who occasionally wonder what raw silk is, 
it Includes the gum which bound the fibers to the cocoon.

An itinerary for Howlett 


Sec of State Michael J. Hew- 


lett is> planning a 14-day bus trip 
through clownstate Illinois so he 
can meet the people and learn 
the issues in his campaign for 
the governor's mansion 


The Democratic candidate has 


a good idea. In fact, the journey 
would be even better if Howlett 
extended his trip into another 
sometimes forgotten region — 
the Northwest suburbs. Every 
governor should know our prob- 
lems, too 


Howlctt might want to trade in 


his 
customized, 
one-bedroom 


bus for the suburban swing. 
Since he campaigned lightly in 
this area before the primary 
election, he might have to rely 
on public transportation to find 
his way around. One hitch that 
could develop is finding out from 
the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority when and where subur- 
ban buses run. 


Even if Howlett, like so many 


others, 
finds 
suburban mass 


transportation too much bother, 
the trip itself would still be en- 
lightening 


We have a whimsical itinera- 


ry 


A practical starting point for 


any Howlett visit to the suburbs 
would be the much-announced, 
long-awaited driver testing sta- 
tion in the Woodfield Commons 
Shopping Center. There Howlett 
could discuss why it is so diffi- 
cult to get a testing station set 
up in the area. It's still not open, 
a l t h o u g h it was announced 
shortly before the spring prima- 
ry. 


But let's not dwell on that. 


Howlett's next stop could be a 
short distance to the east where 
the new Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation 
office is located in 


Schaumburg. It can be recog- 
nized easily because it is the 
structure the state is paying 
more money to rent for two 
years than it would cost to build. 


Then Howlett could swing up 


north along 111. Rte. 53. At Dun- 
dee Road, where the expressway 
ends, he could predict whether 
in the lifetime of his adminis- 
tration the roadway will be com- 
pleted. 


Back on Northwest Highway 


in Palatine, which finally is get- 
ting some attention from the 
state, Howlett will discover a 
road that undoubtedly will need 
more work before the next gov- 
ernor leaves office. 


Next, our itinerary calls for 


throwing Howlett a few more 


curves, nothing new in politics. 
Specifically 
the 
S-curves 
in 


Mount Prospect along III. Rte. 
83 and in Des Plaines along Rte. 
14. Straightening projects will 
take state dollars in both towns. 


Along the way, Howlett may 


get thirsty. When he draws wa- 
ter from a tap, he may find the 
pressure is low — if it's a hot, 
water sprinkling-type day.

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Costs, delivery problems 
could cut postal backing

"I would be willing to predict that if 


the cost of a first class letter doubles 
by 1980, the only ones left using the 
mails will be the government" 


The comment comes casually'from 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 
who for seven yean has been carry- 
ing on a lonely crusade against the 
U.S. Postal Service. Crane's cam- 
paign, simply stated, would allow pri- 
vate companies to deliver first class 
letters. 


The proposal has been killed repeat- 


edly in committee, but recent in- 
creases in postal rates have brought 
Crane increased support. The first 
class mail monopoly is the postal ser- 
vices last exclusive bastion, but 
Crane believes time will end that 
tradition. 


HE NOW HEARS from more liberal 


members of Congress who concede 
Crane may have a good idea. 


However, the postal service does 


not think that way. They say if the 
first class monopoly is removed, post- 
al rates will soar even more. 


Postal officials questioned by The 


Herald cosiend if the monopoly were 
removed private companies would 
move in and take all the profitable 
urban routes, while rural businesses 
and homes would be left without ser- 
vice 


Crane and bis aides discount this 


theory. 


"ONE STUDY indicates the total 


cost of free mail service in rural 
areas would be $600 million annually. 
We could save $1.4 billion if we gave 
the service away," Crane said. He 
gets that $1.4 billion figure by deduct- 
ing the estimated rural service cost 
from the $2 billion subsidy the govern- 
ment presently is payng the postal 
service. 


Postal officials counter with the ar- 


gument that even with rate hikes the 
cost of sending a first class letter in 
the U.S. is still the cheapest in the 
world. 


The officials are correct, but with 


the predicted increases, it appears 
that the U.S. might not hold that dis- 
tinction too much longer. 


Postal service officials contend the 


Crane approach is too simplistic. 
They say there is no guarantee pri- 
vate carriers would pick up all the 
routes. 


THEY CITE WHAT they believe are 


two important factors in their ongoing 
debate with Crane and his allies over 
the first class monopoly. 


First, next to Canada, Americans 


send first class mail cheaper tb^an 
anywhere else in the industrialized 
world. Canada provides even greater 
subsidies for postal service than the 
U.S. 


Statistics obtained by The Herald 


indicate postal rates world-wide vary 
from 15.5 cents in Switzerland to 23 
cents in Sweden. 


While the postal service has come 


under attack from nearly every quar- 
ter, officials also cite a recent Gener- 
al Accounting Office report that In- 
dicates the average time to deliver a 
first class letter dropped from 1.63 
days in the last quarter of fiscal 1971 
to 1.49 days last summer. 


HOWEVER, THE current boasting 


about low postal rates could be decep- 
tive. In testimony before a congres- 
sional committee, postal officials nave 
predicted first class rates could jump 
to 20 cents a letter in the near future 
and over 30 cents per letter in the 
1980's. 


It is'reports like that which prompt 


Crane to suggest the government 
might be the only people to pick up 
stamps in the future. 


While the GAO has offered words of 


praise in the last year, it also issued a 
report that suggests postal rates could 


jump to 34 cents by 1984, the year 
Congress set for the postal service to 
become self supporting. 


Crane and others contend additional 


increases will only drive more cus- 
tomers away and create the need for 
additional revenue, i.e. more rate 
hikes or bigger federal subsidies. Ex- 
perts predict even if the first class 
monopoly is not removed, business 
will find ways to avoid using the 
mails and save money. 


Defenders of the move to strip the 


first class monopoly away like to use 
the United Parcel Service as an ex- 
ample of what competition can do for 
a business. They contend UPS can de- 
liver packages cheaper, quicker and

WASHINGTON - (NBA) - The 


voice at the other end of the line was 
that of a spokesman for one of the 
members of the graft-ridden House 
Administration Committee, a member 
who has been most critical of late of 
the operations of former chairman 
Wnync Hays ID-Ohio), now resigned 
not for his dny-tn-and-day-out hanky- 
panky with government funds, but 
rather because he has been exposed 
as a sex liaison. 


"Why didn't your man, an In- 


fluential member of the committee, 
do something about the shady oper- 
ations of that body last year?" 


"He couldn't; Hays had everything 


in his hands." 


"Why didn't your man make an at- 


tempt to take things out of Hays' 
hands and expose what was going 
on?" 


"He couldn't; that's not the way 


things run. Hays had all the power." 


"BUT YOUR MAN was on the 


Oversight Subcommittee, which pre- 


sumably looks at operations to deter- 
mine whether things are being done 
according to law, or dishonestly." 


"Yes, but Hays was on that sub- 


committee too and he decided every- 
thing " 


"Why then didn't your man pro- 


test?" 


"He couldn't." 
"Why?" 
"You don't understand; that isn't 


the way things work." 


Let us face it. Everyone on the 


H o u s e Administration Committee 
knew how that committee was run. 
And why it was run that way. Both 
the Democratic majority and the Re- 
publican minority knew. And so did 
the overwhelming majority of the 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, both Democrats and Republi- 
cans. 


Few men or women of either politi- 


cal party did anything meaningful 
about it. 


THERE WERE feeble gestures. The 


Republicans did submit an amend- 
ment — introduced by Robert Bau- 


man (R-Md.) last year, that would 
have taken away much of the absolute 
power of the House Administration 
Committee. I'm not certain it would 
have changed things much. In any 
event, the amendment wasn't pushed 
with the enthusiasm one would have 
expected for so important a measure. 
Rather it became something of a po- 
litical gambit. 


Some of the loudest voices today 


piously favoring reform, voted against 
reform just a year ago on May 21, 
1975 When the amendment failed, 
there was much silence on Capital1 
Hill. No breast beating or walling. 
And no alternate reform proposals — 
at least none which rose markedly 
visibly to the surface. 


We know that even a small group of 


congressmen had wanted change, and 
if they had been willing to repeatedly 
expose the corruption of the House 
Administration Committee and the il- 
legal practices connected with the ex- 
pense accounts it controlled — on the 
floor of Congress, in reports to news- 
men and in charges before the variety 


of official and private investigative 
bodies available — then the stink 
would have been so great something 
would have been done long before 
now. 


THE PROBLEM, of course, is that 


too many congressmen profit from the 
corruption. Thinly disguised campaign 
literature is regularly sent out at pub- 
lic expense. Representative* have 
systematically dipped into the sta- 
tionery, postage and travel allow- 
ances for personal gain. Numbers 
have regularly turned in dishonest 
requests for payment for travel, 
sometimes collecting for trips they 
have not made, for distances they did 
not cover and for trips furnished free 
by some special interest group. 


It has, for so long as I can recall, 


been open season in Congress for loot- 
Ing the Treasury. And-all this was 
common knowledge in the House. 


Yet who was there who raised bis 


voice — other than symboucally; so 
that he could prate of his honesty bs- 
fore constituents at homo?

Macao: Colonial status 
stripped by Portugal

MACAO (UPI) — Portugal is unra- 


veling the 400-year-old colonial strings 
binding it to Macao so fast that people 
are becoming concerned the ties 
might be slashed entirely. 


Within the span of a few months, 


Portugal withdrew its troops, changed 
Macao's status from a colony to a 
"territory or city" and approved the 
first free elections — granting the en- 
clave on the South China coast a 
whirlwind of democracy after cen- 
turies of tight control. 


Before the elections for a new legis- 


lative assembly were held, Lisbon an- 
nounced another breakthrough. 


Instead of Portugal continuing to 


negotiate with other countries on be- 
half of Macao, Gov. Garcia Leandro's 
administration was authorized to con- 
tact nations directly. 


The 300,000 people of Macao, 97 per 


cent of whom are Chinese, are getting 
exactly what they always wanted — 
"The removal of the last vestiges of 
colonization," Leandro said. 


JORGE RANGEL, director of the 


Department of Information, said di- 
rect negotiations would "make con-, 
tact with the European Economic 
Community and other nations more 
expedient" and thus aid Macao's tour- 
ist and casino trade and its textile ex- 
ports. 


Although Leandro has pushed Lis- 


bon for reforms, he has always em- 
phasized that Macao should remain 


under the Portuguese flag. 


With the speed of Lisbon's actions, 


however, speculation started that per- 
haps Portugal no longer wanted the 
enclave. 


Speculation skyrocketed when Por- 


tuguese Foreign Minister Enesto Melo 
Antunes was quoted as saying in 
Paris that Portugal "is willing to dis- 
cuss the problem of Macao with 
China, but the Chinese have so far 
shown no readiness to open talks." 


Peking has shown no interest in tak- 


ing over Macao although it claims it 
as an integral part of Chinese territo- 
ry. 


The Macao government issued a 


quick denial of Antunes' remark and 
refuted his statement that Macao 
costs Portugal "a lot of money to ad- 
minister." 


"PORTUGAL MAKES no money 


from Macao and Macao is practically 
no expense to Lisbon," Rangel said. 


Residents pay no taxes to Portugal 


and Portuguese administrators are 
paid from local funds. 


"More important for the present is 


that Portugal realizes the excellent 
relationship we have with Peking," 
Rangel said. "If necessary, Macao 
could serve as a liaison between the 
new government and China." 


The majority of Chinese in Macao 


are content with the status quo, ac- 
cording to observers, because they 
are convinced that Peking is the real 
decision-maker in Macao.

Pay bikes just top cost of living 


Average salaries of clerical workers and skilled maintenance 


workers increased only slightly more than the cost of living in the 
12-month period ending in March, according to a Labor Department 
survey of wages in the St. Louis metropolitan area. The survey, 
released today, said the consumer price index increased 6.8 per 
cent from March 1975, to March 1976. In that same period salaries 
of clerical workers increaded 8 per cent and earnings of skilled 
maintenance trade workers went up 7.8 per cent. Unskilled plant 
workers did not fare so well, according to the figures. They regis- 
tered a wage gain of 6.7 per cent, less than the rise in the cost of 
living. 


Auto repair costs nearly double 


American motorists' auto repair bills for damage caused in a 


front end collision could total nearly double the 1970 cost, said a 
report by the American Mutual Insurance Alliance, Chicago. The 
trade association studied crash repair appraisals for three auto 
models, the Ford Mustang, Chevrolet Impala and Ponliac Catahna. 
The crash repair ippraksal for each of the autos includes replace- 
ment of one fender, one headlamp, bumper, grille, hood, radiator, 
windshield, fan and water pump. The alliance study showed, for 
example, that the repair bill for a 1976 two-door Ford Mustang is 86 
per cent higher than the 1970 bill. The jump from $847.60 to $1376.12 
Includes a 98 per cent parts cost hike and a 52 per cent labor 
Increase. More crash-resistant cars and repair rather than replace- 
ment of parts arc suggested solutions.

Franchisees seek protection bill

Last of three parts 


Slavery was abolished in the United 


States more than 100 years ago. Now 
there are rumblings that it lives on in 
the $176 billion franchise industry. 


Something is lopsided in the balance 


between small businessmen who buy 
franchises and the franchisor com- 
panies, says U. S. Rep. Abner J. Mik- 
va, D-lOth. "It is a relationship that 
more closely resembles one between 
master and his indentured 
servant 


than one between economically equal 
contracting parties" Mikva says. 


One of the franchisee's greatest 


fears is that he'll be kicked out by the 
franchisor, losing his investment of 
time and money. Mikva introduced 
the Franchising Practices Reform 
Act of 1975 to remedy the problems he 
sees. It would set standards for termi- 
nation of a franchise agreement or 
failure to renew an expired franchise 
contract. 


Franchisors contend that the Mikva 


bill is too restrictive and unfairly 
treats all industries alike. The mea- 
sure would exclude some new oper- 
ators from the industry and allow 
"perpetual" franchises to other oper- 
ators, the industry spokesmen believe. 


MIKVA APPARENTLY struck a 


nerve when he called for the new 
franchising control!. More than 110 
cosponsors have been lined up for his 
bills known as H.R. IM9 and H.R. 
11280. Support from franchisees is 
mushrooming. 


Committee hearings have been com- 


pleted on H.R. 11280 and a similar bill 
(S. 2335) introduced in the Senate by 
U. S. Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah. An 
Aug. 4-5 session slated in the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce on Mikva's bill is viewed 
by his aides as a good omen for a 
timely vote. U. S. Sen. Adlai Steven- 
son, D-lll. is amonf the cosponsors of 
the Moss bill. 


"I wish I could claim credit for the 


idea," Mikva said of the franchise 
proposal. "I feel like I'm being pro- 
pelled along by people who've waited 
a long time for a solution to their 
problems." Franchisees are not pro- 
tected by traditional contract law con- 
cepts, he said. 


Mikva said eliminated franchisees 


run the gamut of industry. Question- 
able cancellations are happening in 
farm implement, beer distribution 
and other businesses, he said. "It's 
not out of petulance or spite," Mikva 
said. "It's 
economics. 
Franchisors 


can increase their profits and charges 
for the use of their name." Because of 
the interstate nature of the franchise 
industry, problems should be reme- 
died by national law. 


A GRASSROOTS CAMPAIGN 
to 


drum up franchisee and public sup- 
port for Mikva's bill is developing 
through the National Franchise Assn. 
Coalition located in Wheeling. The 
fledgling group bucks the franchisor 
industry lobby to protect its members. 


The list of member associations in 


national coalition is impressive. It in- 
cludes McDonald's Operators Assn., 
Kentucky Fried Chicken National 
Assn., American Assn. of Independent 
Newspaper Distributors, Arby's Fran- 
chise Assn., Ford Dealers Alliance; 
N a t i o n a l Congress of Petroleum 
Wholesalers; Wine & Spirits Whole- 
saler's Assn.; and 11 other groups. 


"The threat of termination is the 


biggest single threat used" against 
franchisees, said Gil Melsgeler, exec- 
utive director of McDonald's Oper- 
ators Assn., and administrative assist- 
ant to National Franchise Asm. Coali- 
tion. "Bust 'em, wipe 'em out, bank- 
rupt 'em is what happens when you 
don't go along." 


MEISGEIER SAID franchisees are 


not looking for favors or a com- 
promise on sound business principles. 
"You sign away some of your rights," 
he said. "You shouldn't sign away 
your right to negotiate." 


In his travels across the U. S., Meis- 


geier promotes franchisee unity and 
the Mikva-Moss bills. Earlier mea- 
sures have been approved by the Sen- 
ate, but House of Representatives sup- 
port was sparse until the past year. < 


U.S. Rep. John Murphy, D-N.Y., 


recently replaced U. S. Rep. Lionel 
Van Deerlin as chairman of the sub- 
committee on consumer protection 
and finance where testimony on the 
Mikva bill was presented. Meisgeier 
said there's an urgent need for letters 
urging favorable consideration of the 
bill by Murphy. 


Fear of reprisal bars some fran- 


chisees from open support of the Mik- 
va-Moss bills, said Donald Conley, ex- 
ecutive director of the McDonald's 
Operators Assn. and a director of Na- 
tional Franchise 
Assn. 
Coalition. 


Anonymous membership in the Wheel- 
ing-based McDonald's group is offered 
in addition to nonmembership contri- 
butions. Everyone who attended the 
first 
McDonald's Operators 
Assn. 


meeting was called in by the company 
for a conference, he said. 


"THEY CAN COOK UP all sorts of 


reasons to say he's not living up to 
the terms of the agreement," Conley 
said. Conley said the franchisee has a 
big stake in meeting those terms: at 
least $150,000 to $200,000 per store. He 
has four Chicago area McDonald's 
franchises including Wheeling and 
Niles outlets. 


"Conley has looked at the ham- 


burger chain's system from the inside 
out. "I sold McDonald's franchises 
from 1957 to 1964," he said. "In many 
cases we told them that at the end of 
20 years if they always paid their 
bills, etc., we could renew the lease 
without difficulties."

Interest in- 
come from your loan will amount to 
about $14,400 over its remaining life. 
Interest income on a new 20-year 
mortgage at 8 per cent will amount to 
about $23,200.

Franchisor disclosure required 


Prospective franchise owners in Illi- 


nois are guaranteed basic information 
by the Illinois Franchise Disclosure 
Act, says Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott. 


Scott said his criminal justice divi- 


sion obtained the first indictments un- 
der the law on May 24. The Franchise 
Disclosure Act provides that prospec- 
tive franchise buyers, or franchisees, 
must be given a disclosure statement 
by the franchise seller, or franchisor 
at least three days before the buyer 
signs a contract or pays money for 
the franchise. 


The disclosure statement must meet 


standards spelled out in the Franchise 
Disclosure Act: 


• The number of franchise busi- 


nesses of the seller operated by fran- 
chisees. 


• A statement that the franchisor 


will provide the names, addresses and 
telephone numbers of all operating 
franchises in the state. 


• The length of time the franchisor 


operated the type of business to be 
carried on by the franchisee. 


• Russell Hopkins of Glenview, 


chief executive officer of the National 
Beer Wholesalers' Assn. of America, 
Inc: "The whole thing is that the 
small businessman, the franchisee, 
puts his whole investment in a fran- 
chise," Hopkins said. "You build it 
up. Then you can lose it overnight 
with little or no compensation." 


• Hilton Peaster, executive director 


of the Recreational Vehicle Dealers of 
America, Deerfield: "The fairness 
and franchise reform bill will stabilize 
the business relationship, which will 
work to the advantage of the con- 
sumer," Peaster said. He said the bill 
can be called the "Magna Carta of 
small business." 


• James Brawar of Des Plaines, 


administrator of the Illinois Service 
fitate Operators Assn: "We're in 
favor of a 90-day notice before a deal- 
er is eliminated, and not putting a 
dealer out without due cause," be 
said. 


Franchisee discussion about fear of 


termination is a "copout," said Nor- 
man Axelrad, vice president of public 
affairs for the franchisor McDonald's

it and compare the alternatives,

who makes the difference. Every golfer believes that he can shoot 
B4. The bogeys and birdies therefore are built into the clubs. It's 
metallurgy that posts those big scores, not him. 


Watch a pro golfer on the practice green. If he sees an opponent 


out of the corner of his eye sinking those incredibly long putts, one 
after the other, it is only a question of time before he will sidle over 
to heft that putter, take a few practice swings with it himself, and 
surreptitiously note the manufacturer's name. 


Dave L. Taylor is a jaunty, jovial inventor by trade from North- 


ern California who makes his money on food-processing machin-

ery and his fun on golf and classic cars. His interest in vintage cars 
led him to Gene Littler, the golfer, an old-car buff himself. His 
interest in Littler sent him to a shop where he made a putter he 
hoped would make a 20-foot putt a TV tap-in. 


Many years ago, Dave Taylor played a round of golf with the 


great Bobby Jones. Jones was impressed. "If that fellow would 
learn to line up his putts, he'd be hard to beat," he opined. 


Taylor went home and designed a putter with three stripes in the 


head to direct his putts. Then he threw it in a closet and forgot 
about it. For one thing, it interfered with his drinking. In those 
days, Taylor brooked no interference with his drinking. Some 
people hide bottles in chandeliers. Dave Taylor buried them in the 
backyard like dog bones. 


He quit drinking when he saw a magazine 20-qucstion lest for 


alcoholism. "It was a helluva thing to put in front of a man with a 


hangover. If you had to answer "Yes' to three, it meant you had a 
problem. To four, and it meanl it was serious. Five, and you had to 
get help. Well, by the time I had to answer 'Yes' to 14, I quit 
reading." 


That was 24 years ago. It was not till 1975 that Taylor took his old 


putter plans out of the attic and went back to the drawing board to 
help his friend, Gene. "I can't read a blueprint. I left school at the 
eighth grade. But if you give me two wheels and a rod and a gear, I 
can sort out any mechanical problem in my mind." 


His putter was hardly Rube Goldbergian in concept. But, it was 


so constructed that the shaft bent away, giving both eyes a look at 
the putter head, which had the three-directional lines in it, hence 
the name the pros dubbed it, "the Zebra." 


New putters are as common on the tour as new blonds. But Gene 


Littler, recovering from a catastrophic operation, won three tourna- 
ments and $182,883 with the Zebra in 1975. Don January, who had 
not won a tournament in five years, came out of retirement with it 
and promptly won two tournaments and SUO.OOO. And, then, came 
the ultimate accolade: somebody stole it. 


A dozen pros won $737.000 in 1975 with it and $312,000 in 1976. 


Arnold Palmer even won in Spain and Britain with it. 


Taylor's factory turns out 7,000 a month now. It's not enough. 


"But, it's made you a millionaire," someone observed to Dave at 
the La Costa Tournament of Champions where January was win- 
ning $40,000 with his putter. "Shucks," scoffed Dave Taylor. "Twen- 
ty-five years ago, it wouldn't have kept me in vodka."

Canine distemper virus apparently 


can cross the placenta and affect the 
unborn puppies of a bitch that has 
contracted the disease. 


That is the preliminary conclusion 


of Steven Krakowa, DVM, PhD, Ed- 
ward Hoover, DVM, PhD, and Adal- 
bert Koestner, DVM, PhD, three Ohio 
State University scientists who 
recently completed a study sponsored 
by Tbe Seeing Eye, Inc., through the 
Morris Animal Foundation. 


The investigators found that dis- 


temper in the pregnant bitch can have 
one of at least two consequences — it 
can cause her to abort or it can result 
in her giving birth to infected puppies. 
If abortion occurs, it can take place in 
the early, feverish stage of maternal 
infection, or somewhat later when the 
virus reaches the placenta Joining 
mother and fetus. Tbe puppies are 
then aborted before they are actually 
contaminated by the virus. 


On the other band, if the bitch does 


come to term, evidence of viral in- 
fection can be found in numerous tis- 
sues of tbe pups. 


The scientists said no final con- 


clusions can yet be drawn, because 
the study involved only two bitches

ter-filled buckets from hand to hand 
to try to quench the flames This slow, 
b a c k-breaking procedure was no 
match for the darting greedy flames 


In 16t>6 the city of London suffered 


one of the \voist fires in history 
About 13 000 buildings were destroyed, 
and thousands of people were left 
homeless The English were shocked 
by this tragedy and began to think se- 
riously about how they could prevent

future fires. Shortly thereafter laws 
wers passed controlling the construc- 
tion of buildings to reduce fire haz- 
ards, and fire-fighting equipment was 
developed This was the first time any 
community had taken such action 


The first firetightmg force m Amer- 


ica was 01 gamzed in 1648 in the Dutch 
colony of New Amsterdam This was 
a volunteer organization whose equip- 
ment consisted of 250 specially made 
leather buckets for hauling water. In 
Ib97 Boston established the first paid 
fire-fighting force This group boasted 
a fire engine which was pulled to the 
scene of the fire by men who then 
manned a pump to squirt water on the 
flames 


Currently there are about 1,100 full- 


time fire departments and 18,000 vol- 
unteer fire departments throughout 
the United States All together this 
represents more than a million men 
always ready to rush to the scene of a 
fire 


(reneially reports of a fire reach the 


fire department by telephone The cal- 
ler renorting the fire must be certain 
to give the correct address or location 
of the fire Fire trucks are then sent 
to the scene as swiftly as possible 
Many other fires are reported by 
means of alarm boxes 


Fire-alarm boxes are painted red 


and can be readily seen on street cor- 
ners or in buildings in most large 
cities When the lever in the box is 
pulled, it sends an electric signal to a 
branch of the fire department called 
alarm headquarters The signal auto- 
matically tells the men at alarm 
headquarters the exact street corner 
where the lever was pulled As soon 
as the alarm comes in, the alarm 
room dispatcher gets word to the fire 
station nearest the fire and the trucks 
move out full-speed ahead 


There are many types of alarm 


boxes Some have a lever to pull, 
while others have a button to push 
Some are telephones that can be used

Doctor recalls swine flu epidemic 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - In August of 


1918, patients coughing up blood and 
suffering from acute exhaustion be- 
gan streaming into Baltimore's St. 
Agnes Hospital. Those who lived to 
reach St. Agnes were near collapse. 
Many died on elevators on their way 
to makeshift beds. 


Dr. Damian Aiagia, who had been 


at St. Agnes just over a year, didn't 
know it then, but he was seeing some 
of the first victims of the developing 
worldwide twine flu epidemic that 
would claim 20 million lives before 
subsiding in 1919. 


Now nearly 60 years later, with 


Aiagia reluctantly making plans to 
hang up his stethoscope, the nation is 
preparing for a $135 million campaign 
to inoculate most Americans against 
the same dreaded influenza strain. 


In 1918, about 1,000 cases of swine 


flu were diagnosed at St. Agnes in the 
2Vi months the epidemic gripped Bal- 
timore. Patients were bedded down in 
the halls on cots. Every available 
space became a makeshift ward. 


NOT EVERY patient needed a bed. 
"Some were dead when they got 


here," Aiagia recalled. "And about 60 
died on the elevator going up to the 
floor." 


"Hie morgue couldn't hold them," 


he added. About 500,000 Americans 
died during the epidemic. 


Aiagia says the pattern of the dis- 


ease varied, but lethargy, spitting up 
of blood, and high temperatures were 
common symptoms.

He said the disease struck quickly 


and unexpectedly. In about two weeks 
the patient either recovered or died. 


"It was a terrible thing. A patient 


would be walking around, they'd turn 
blue and they'd be dead. They would 
turn black as ink," Aiagia said. "I re- 
member making my rounds, checking 
a patient and then coming back a 
short time later and finding him 
black." 


Aiagia was one of the survivors, 


catching the disease as the epidemic 
spent itself in Baltimore. 


"I CAME DOWN with it the last of 


October. I was giving resuscitation to 
a seminarian. He died about 2 o'clock 
and I was in bed by 9 p.m." 


Treatment was primitive at best, 


Aiagia said. 


"About all we could do was put 


them to bed, give them the quinine 
treatment, codeine, or digitalis to 
keep up the circulation," Aiagia re- 
called sitting in his wood-paneled of- 
fice in suburban CatonsviUe. 


In the outer office, two patients 


waited to see the 81-year-old doctor 
whose light brown hair has never 
grayed. In the morning he had made 
house caHs to his "old people. You 
know the people I've been seeing for 
40 or SO years." 


Aiagia still sees between 30 and 40 


patients. 


The doctor, who has treated many 


religious leaders in Baltimore and 
worked with patients at St. Michael's 


DR. DAMIAN ALAGIA 


Home, the old home for retired Sis- 
ters of Charity, Seton Psychiatric In- 
stitute, and seminary students at St. 
Charles CoHege, has mixed feelings 
about the plan for massive swine flu 
vaccinations. 


"I CAN'T SEE any harm in the vac- 


cine." But he added, "the world is 
filled with such anxiety and fear 
about things that never occur. I think 
we alarm people more than we 
should." 


Aiagia, who has seen not only the 


swine flue epidemic, but widespread 
outbreaks of typhoid and sleeping 
sickness, is quick to point out the 
benefits of vaccination. "Now, there's 


where the progress is — in the use of 
vaccines." 


When Aiagia first began practicing, 


doctors did all their own lab work and 
physicians didn't have insulin, penicil- 
lin and other antibiotics. 


Techniques aren't the only changes. 
When Aiagia entered the University 


of Maryland Medical School at the 
age of 19, hospital room and board in 
a ward ran $14 a week. Now a patient 
pays $93 a day for a seminrivate room 
at St. Agnes. 


Aiagia claims he is slowly retiring. 


Leisure time will be a new experience 
for him. 


In the past 59 years, 21,550 days, be 


estimated he has missed his rounds at 
St. Agnes on only 1,700 days. That in- 
cludes the 1,096 days he spent at a 
tuberculosis hospital in New York be- 
tween 1929 and 1932. 


ALAGIA READILY admits he is 


most likely to remember the vast 
number of patients he has seen 
through the years by their ailments, 
rather than their faces. 


"I just called everybody ' honey.' 


It's a wonder I didn't get smashed in 
the face," be chuckled. 


For all his years, medicine is just 


as fascinating to him now as when he 
started. 


" E v e r y individual is different 


We're never going to conquer this hu- 
man body." 


His only regret? 
"I wish I could continue another 59 


years. 


Large mosaic unearthed in Greece 


ATHEN <UPI) — American arch- 


eologiats excavating at the sanctuary 
of the sea 
god Poseidon have 


unearthed what is believed to be the 
largest mosaic yet found in Greece. 


The mosaic floor was part of a Ro- 


man period bath-house dating from 
the 1st Century A.D. at Isthmia, near 
Corinth, once the site of athletic con- 
tests similar to the ancient Olympics. 


It measures 79 by 30 feet and has 


been described as an "exceptional" 
find by Paul Clement, professor eme- 
ritus of classical archeology at the 
University of California at Los Angel- 
es, who directs the excavation. 


THE FLOOR OF black and white 


marble cubes about the size of a fin- 
gernail depicts an underwater scene 
of neceids, sea nymphs in Greek my- 
thology, riding Ichthyocentaurs — ex- 
otic sea monsters with men's heads, 
horses' forelegs or wings, and long 
sea serpents' tails. 


In the background are octopods, 


cuttlefish and other fish found in the 
Aegean Sea. the design is bordered 
with panels of dolphins and floral mo- 
tifs in diamond-shaped panels. 


"I don't recollect anything of this 


date that is quite as large or elegant 
in its simplicity," Clement said. "It is 
very sophisticated in style and tech- 
nique. But we are not yet clear about 
whether the floor was part of a room 
or an open courtyard at the center of 
the bath complex." 


The baths were part of the facilities 


for festivals at the sanctuary where 
the Isthmian games were staged ev- 
ery two years. Other remains at the 
site include two stadia and two tem- 
ples, also dug by U.S. archeologists 
working under the auspices of the 
American School of Classical Studies, 
Athens. 


"THEY WOULD have been used by 


athletes and visitors to the festivals at 
Isthmia when the games were re- 
stored after Julius Caesar refounded 
Corinth in 46 B.C. — a century after 
its destruction by Marius, anther Ro- 
man conqueror," Clement said. 


"The baths were a social as well as 


cleansing center where the Greeks 
would pass the time of day or perhaps 
listen to a lecture in a setting like the 
area of our mosaic." 


Mosaic floors, patterned with scenes 


from nature or mythology, decorated 
private homes arid public buildings 
from the 4th Century B.C. onwards, 
the professor said. Made of natural 
pebbles or cubes of sawn marble 
called tesserae, they were sometimes 
laid in several colors with semi-pre- 
cious stones or colored glass used to 
pick out details. 


When Alaric and the Visigoths threa- 


tened Greece from the north at the 
start of the 5th Century, A.D., the 
baths at Isthmia were incorporated 
into a massive fortification wall built 
across the Isthmus of Corinth, the 
narrow neck of land separating cen- 
tral Greece from Peloponnesus. 


IT IS NOT CLEAR whether the bath 


complex remained useable after the 
huge defense win was constructed. A 
later earthquake certainly would have 
put an end to its use. The quake left 
ripples in the surface of the mosaic, 
which will stow the job of repairing 
and stabiliiing the floor. 


Eventually the area will be roofed 


and visitors wfll be allowed to view 
the mosaic. Clement said. " 


AMERICAN ARCHEOLOGISTS excavating it the

Terror on N Y. subway 


by FRANK T. OSONGOS 


NEW YORK(UPI) - It was the 


longest subway ride of my life. 


It started peacefully. Then terror 


struck the subway, the kind usually 
reserved for late night movies on tele- 
vision. But it was all real. And hap- 
pening to me And toothers. 


A gang of teen-agers, following a 


disturbance at a rock concert, took 
over several cars on a ManhatUo- 
bound Flushing line train. About a 
dozen of them started to harass pas- 
sengers, then proceeded to rob them 
and beat up those who resisted. 


There was not a single policeman in 


sight. 


I saw an elderly man wrestled to 


the ground, his face bleeding, his 
jacket torn

watch, you . . .," one of them snouted 
at him. 


The man cried for help. 
Not a single passenger moved.

The train suddenly stopped in a tun-

"My 


wallet. My alien registration card." 


I felt a shove. I staggered away. 
THREE YOUNG guys ran into the 


subway car from the adjoining one. 


"I just ripped these watches off," 


one boasted. "Look at this digital. It 
don't even work." 


Someone grabbed me. . 
"Give me your watch," he shouted 


at me. 


I didn't answer. I didn't dare to look 


up. I only saw a brown jacket with 
leather trimming. 


He grabbed my watch band, start- 


ing to pull ft. I shoved him away. An- 
other punched me in the face. 


I looked around. The other passen- 


gers, mostly teen-age girls, appeared 
terrified. 


Instinctively, I yelled out. As hard 


as I could.

None came. 
The door suddenly swung open. It

Gas institute gels 
2 research grants 


The Institute of Gas Technology in 


Chicago has received two grants from 
(he US. Energy .Research and De- 
velopment 
Administration 
for 
re- 


search in the distribution and storage 
of energy. 


A $107.000, 15-month contract will 


allow scientists to study the effects of 
using hydrogen gas in a natural gas 
distribution system. Some experts be- 
lieve that hydrogen may be a prac- 
tical substitute for natural gas, which 
is in short .supply. 


A second grant, for $181,000. will be 


used to study the feasibility of storing 
heat energy in molten carbonate ma- 
ternal 


Under this plan, heat could be gen- 


erated by solar, nuclear or coal-fired 
power plants and stored. Later heat in 
the molten carbonate can be con- 
verted to electric energy in a con- 
ventional steam generator to help 
meet peak power demand. The con- 
cept is regarded as a possible alterna- 
tive to battery storage of electricity.

The great athletes understand pain. 


They know that the more pain they 
endure, the greater are their chances 
for success. 


Some athletes endure more pain 


than others because they have chosen 
a more ferocious sport, or because 
they have adopted more rigorous 
training.

Twenty-two-year-old Bob Vehe of 


Mount Prospect never became de- 
railed from his goal to race a bicycle 
in the Olympic Games.

Bob did not stop working toward 


that goal despite breaking his left col- 
larbone plus all major bones in his 
left leg seven years ago. 


HE CONTINUED IN his quest to 


reach the Olympic Games despite 
shattering his left forearm four years 
ago. 


Bob persisted because the Olympic 


Games always have been his foremost 
goal, the meat of his life. He would 
not concede defeat, not without finally 
knowing whether Bob Vehe could be- 
come a champion. 


"I've had a lifelong dream to win a

gold medal," Bob said from Allen- 
town, Pa., adjacent to Trexlertown 
where his training soon will be com- 
pleted for this month's XIX Summer 
Olympic Games. 


Bob will train at Trexlertown 


through Saturday. Then the American 
cyclists will fly into upstate New York 
before taking a bus into Montreal for 
the games, which begin July 17. 


Winning a gold medal is not likely 


this year. There are too many fine 


Europeans. Perhaps in 1980. But it 
has become an obsession for Bob 
Vehe. 


"You have to be ol>sessed to be a 


bike rider," said Bob, who still re- 
gards speed skating as his favorite 
sport. "But I enjoy it. I'm just start- 
ing to reap the benefits." 


AN ATHLETE OF lesser dedication 


might have retired seven years ago. 
That was when 15-year-old Bob Vehe 
survived an incredible bicycle-truck 
accident. 


The date was July 21,1969. Bob was 


riding near his home. His vision was 
obscured by a line of tall bushes. 


"I didn't see the truck coming, 'and 


he didn't see.me," said Bob. "It threw 


The 
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me into the air. I came down in the 
street." 


The diagnosis read broken left col- 


larbone plus breaks in all major 
bones of his left leg. Pins and plates 
were used to reassemble Bob Vehe. 


He did not walk for eight months. 


Pins and plates were inside Bob for 10 
months. Less than one year after the 
accident, Bob Vehe was racing again. 


He competed in state and national 


finals from 1970-72, his highest finish 
being a third at 1971 nationals. In the 
fall of 1972, Bob was shelved again 
with a shattered left forearm. He was 
injured while playing soccer. 


"They put in pins," said Bob. "That

Maine Township 
to map flu-shot 
plan for elderly 


Maine Township will coordinate the 


Inoculation program against swine flu 
in August for the 10,000 to 12,000 se- 
nior citizens who live in the township, 
said James J. Dowd, township super- 
visor. 


Dowd said the township was desig- 


nated the coordinating agency for all 
residents over 65 by the Cook County 
Health Dcpt. Two types of flu vaccine 
will be available, one for general use 
and another special vaccine for senior 
citizens. 


One type of vaccine, called bivalent, 


will contain swine flu and a second 
strain called A/Victoria. It will be 
used only for senor citizens and per- 
sons with chronic diseases, particular- 
ly cardiorespiratory and metabolic ill- 
nesses. 


Vaccine for general use, called mon- 


nvalent. will contain only the swine 
flu strain and will be used for those 
under Bo. Villages and cities will ad- 
minister inoculation of this vaccine, 
Dowd said. 


The township Is contacting local 
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hospitals, nursing homes, local public 
health departments and interested 
doctors' and nurses' organizations to 
establish a working coordinating com- 
mittee for the fall inoculation pro- 
gram. Dowd said the towaship ex- 
pects to call a meeting this week of 
t h o s e interested in volunteering.

City RTA members file 
suit to force budget OK

A lawsuit seeking to force adoption 


of a budget for the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority was filed in Cook 
County Circuit Court Tuesday by the 
RTA's four Chicago board members 
and Chairman Milton Pikarsky. 


Tho suit contends the RTA budget 


actually was passed June 30, the legal 
deadline, although the four suburban 
board members refused to approve it. 


The suit charges that by refusing to 


approve any budget until Pikarsky re- 
signs the suburban quartet "failed to 
perform 
iheir statutory duty, re- 


nounced their positions as hoard 
members" and had no power to vote. 


THE SUIT ASKS the court lo de- 


clare the budget adopted since it was 
approved by the four Chicago mem- 
bers and Pikarsky or a 5-0 unanimous 
vote. Chicago members who filed the 
suit arc Patrick O'Malley, Nicholas J. 
Boston, Past or a San Juan Cafterty and 
James Kemp. 


Attorney Don H. Reuben, who filed 


(he suit on behalf of the Chicago con- 


tingent, said he will ask the court 
Monday for an immediate hearing. He 
said he docs not know how long it will 
take for a decision. 


Named as defendants in the lawsuit 


are D. Daniel Baldino, Jerry D. 
Boose. Gene Leonard and Richard 
Ncwliind, the four suburban board 
members. Suburban members have 
held up approval of the RTA budget in 
an effort to force Pikarsky to resign 
from his S72,500-a-yoar job. They said 
Pikursky is an inept administrator 
who has ignored the transportation 
needs of the suburbs. 


Also named in the suit are Illinois 


Sec. of State Michael J. Howlett, 
Treasurer Alan J. Dixon and Comp- 
troller George W. Lindberg, who have 
the power to dispurse funds for the 
RTA. The RTA itself is also named as 
a defendant in the suit. 


NEWLAND OF Waukegan called 


the lawsuit "an attempt to get down 
to the Chicago domination of the RTA 
board." Baldino of Evanston said he 
is on record saying he would not ap-

months ago in one of the hardest hit- 
ting primary campaigns in Illinois 
history, 
Walker said Carter had 


stressed the need for unity and "ex- 
pressed concern" over Walker's fail- 
ure to endorse Howlett. 


"AT OUR MEETING today, Jimmy 


stressed the vital role of Illinois' 26 
electoral votes and the need for un- 
ity," Walker said. "I am today an- 
nouncing my endorsement 
of the 


Democratic ticket from top to bot- 
tom." 


Local Democratic lenders contacted 


by The Herald said they supported 
Walker's decision and predicted the 
endorsement will help Howlett in the 
November election. 


"I am pleased that Gov. Walker, af- 


ter reflecting on the situation, has 
come out for Mike Howlett," said

Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights. 


"Look at the number of counties 


that Walker carried downstate in the 
primary. That represents not only po- 
tential voters but workers, key people 
who will work for you and raise mon- 
ey Tor you," she said.

City defers action on street reroute 


A decision on land acquisition for a 


proposed rerouting of Prairie Avenue 
in downtown Des Plaines was post- 
poned by the city council Tuesday 
night. 


The discussion arose when the city's 


b u i l d i n g and grounds committee 
moved to spend $111,000 to buy a par- 
cel of land on Thacker Street for the 
right-of-way for Prairie Avenue. The 
land, north of Thacker Street and 
west of River Road, is owned by To- 
morrow Corp. A single-family home is 
located on the property. 


Prairie Avenue exits on River Road 


south of the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. tracks. The intent of the re- 
routing is to eliminate traffic con- 
gestion at the intersection created 
from future downtown development. 


The city plan would reroute Prairie 


Avenue southbound about one-half 
block west of River Road to an inter- 
section on Thacker Street. 


ALD ROBERT SULLIVAN, 2nd, 


and Aid. George F. Olen, 2nd, dis- 
agreed with the motion to purchase 
the property, asking whether the ex- 
penditure of funds was necessary. 


Sullivan said be was not sure traffic 


problems would decrease with the re- 
routing. He asked-if land acquisition 
and Installation of two traffic signals, 
would increase traffic problems. 


"The question we must ask our- 


selves is whether we should reex- 
amine this." he said. "We have to ask 
what the basic hazard is that we have 
now, and whether we can eliminate it 
for less than a quarter of a million 
dollars." 


THE COUNCIL decided to postpone 


the motion until a further 
traffic 


study of the area could be made, ap- 
proval for traffic signals at Thacker 
Street and River Road could be ob- 
tained from the state and an ex- 
change of land from Des Plaines 
School District 62 could be negotiated. 


In other action. Aid. Charles J. Bo- 


lek told the council the city was 
"cross referencing" 
state license 


plates with city vehicle stickers to 
discover who has not purchased city 
stickers.

aren't new in the Northwest suburbs. 


The concept has come up in a num- 


ber of communities over the years, 
but ot some point during the dis- 
cussion, it always has been dropped. 


Last fall the topic came up in Elk 


Grove Township Dist. 59 when com- 
munity leaders brought up the idea of 
forming a Dist. 59 area unit district. 


The Impetus came initially from 


fcntex Industrial Park with the Elk 
Grove Assn. of Industry and Com- 


merce recommending that a study be 
done on the subject. 


The Dist. 59 school board took the 


idea one step further by establishing a 
citizens' committee to update a unit 
district study done in 1973 by the ele- 
mentary school district. 


The 1973 study committee voted 


against pursuing a unit district in 
Dist. 59. However, the study did rec- 
ommend that another group look at 
the issue in the future. 


Although the 1973 committee studied 


several options in forming a unit dis- 
trict, the committee formed this year 
limited its investigation to a unit dis- 
trict that would form along the Dist. 
59 boundaries. The committee worked 
with Illinois School Consultants, a pri- 
vate firm hired by the Dist. 59 board 
to prepare data for the 1973 and 1976 
studies. 


THE PROPOSED unit district will 


separate Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools from High School Dist. 
214 and will place the two high schools 
and 
all the Dist. 59 elementary 


schools under the control of one board 
of education and administration. 


After more than three months of 


study and discussion, the 1976 study 
committee voted 14 to 9 to support go- 
ing through the legal process to form 
a Dist. 59 unit district. 


A committee of 10 residents — the

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'Quality education' key point: officials 


The key words in deciding the fate 


of a unit school district petition are 
"quality education," school officials 
say. 


Both major officials who review the 


evidence in a unit district petition pro- 
cess said their primary concern is 
whether quality education will be 
maintained or promoted through the 
consolidation effort. 


For the issue to come before the 


voters of the area involved, the peti- 
tions must go through several steps. 


The initial step to start a unit dis- 


trict movement has been completed 
for the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
area. A committee of 10 residents 
filed a petition setting the boundaries, 
tax rate and request for an election on 
the issue. The petitions have been ac- 
cepted, which places the issue in the 
county schools superintendent's office. 


Richard Martwick, county superin- 


tendent, has set the first hearing date 
for Thursday, when proponents and 
opponents of the unit district can pre- 
sent evidence supporting their views. 


MARTWICK MUST MAKE a rec- 


ommendation to Joseph Cronin, state 
schools superintendent, as well as pre- 
sent all evidence given at the hear- 
ings. 


Cronin has the final word on wheth- 


er a unit district election will be held. 
Only Dist. 59 residents will be able to 
vote on the proposal, according to 
state law. 


Although Martwick's recommenda- 


tion is advisory to the state superin- 
tendent, he said the county superin- 
tendent is "the person whom I think 
the state superintendent should have 
confidence in making the decision." 


Martwick said when he reviews all 


the information, "I will have to con- 
sider what is best for youngsters from 
all the area." 


Martwick said many issues are in- 


volved in the evidence presented in a 
unit district petition. He said the ma- 
jor issues involve the finances of the 
proposed unit district and other af- 
fected districts, as well as the educa- 
tional programs.

"You'd consider everything pre- 


sented, but the primary responsibility 
is the education programs," he said. 
Martwick said financial issues are in- 
volved as they pertain to the educa- 
tion programs — whether the finan- 
cial base will be adequate to support 
or promote the education programs. 


Cronin said usually the major issue 


in deciding whether the unit district 
question goes to the voters is the size 
of the proposed district. Most propos- 
als consolidate a number of smaller 
districts into a larger district, he said. 


There is "no magic figure" as to 


the best size for a school district, but 
the "uppermost limit" outside of the 
Chicago school system would be be- 
tween 30,000 and 45,000 students, he 
said. 


THE ELK GROVE proposal would 


create a unit district with 17 ele- 
mentary schools, five junior high 
schools, two high schools and about 
15,000 students. 


"Elk Grove is one of several unit 


district requests with complicating 
factors which must be reviewed," 
Cronin said. "It is kind of open-ended 
and requires judgment and dis- 
cretion." 


Cronin said his "great worry today 


is the reverse Robin Hood problem — 
stealing from the poor to give to the 
rich. 


"I'm becoming very sensitive to the 


fact that in some of these schemes, 
not all the people affected get a 
chance to vote. For instance, the poo- 


rer half couldn't vote where the rich 


could secede," he said. 


Cronin said he doesn't "collect evi- 


dence on the program gains. I look at 
the adequacy of the property base to 
the numbers of pupils served. And I 
look a tthe general well-being of the 
whole area served."

However, the study did rec- 
ommend that another group look at 
the issue in the future. 


Although the 1973 committee studied 


several options in forming a unit dis- 
trict, the committee formed this year 
limited its investigation to a unit dis- 
trict that would form along the Dist. 
59 boundaries. The committee worked 
with Illinois School Consultants, a pri- 
vate firm hired by the Dist. 59 board 
to prepare data for the 1973 and 1976 
studies. 


THE PROPOSED unit district will 


separate Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools from High School Dist. 
214 and will place the two high schools 
and all the Dist. 59 elementary 
schools under the control of one board 
of education and administration. 


After more than three months of 


study and discussion, the 1976 study 
committee voted 14 to 9 to support go- 
ing through the legal process to form 
a Dist. 59 unit district.

'Quality education' key point: officials 


The key words in deciding the fate 


of a unit school district petition are 
"quality education," school officials 
say. 


Both major officials who review the 


evidence in a unit district petition pro- 
cess said their primary concern is 
whether quality education will be 
maintained or promoted through the 
consolidation effort. 


For the issue to come before the 


voters of the area involved, the peti- 
tions must go through several steps. 


The initial step to start a unit dis- 


trict movement has been completed 
for the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
area. A committee of 10 residents 
filed a petition setting the boundaries, 
tax rate and request for an election on 
the issue. The petitions have been ac- 
cepted, which places the issue in the 
county schools superintendent's office. 


Richard Martwick, county superin- 


tendent, has set the first hearing date 
for Thursday, when proponents and 
opponents of the unit district can pre- 
sent evidence supporting their views. 


MARTWICK MUST MAKE a rec- 


ommendation to Joseph Cronin, state 
schools superintendent, as well as pre- 
sent all evidence given at the hear- 
ings. 


Cronin has the final word on wheth- 


er a unit district election will be held. 
Only Dist. 59 residents will be able to 
vote on the proposal, according to 
state law. 


Although Martwick's recommenda- 


tion is advisory to the state superin- 
tendent, he said the county superin- 
tendent is "the person whom I think 
the state superintendent should have 
confidence in making the decision." 


Martwick said when he reviews all 


the information, "I will have to con- 
sider what is best for youngsters from 
all the area." 


Martwick said many issues are in- 


volved in the evidence presented in a 
unit district petition. He said the ma- 
jor issues involve the finances of the 
proposed unit district and other af- 
fected districts, as well as the educa- 
tional programs.

"You'd consider everything pre- 


sented, but the primary responsibility 
is the education programs," he said. 
Martwick said financial issues are in- 
volved as they pertain to the educa- 
tion programs — whether the finan- 
cial base will be adequate to support 
or promote the education programs. 


Cronin said usually the major issue 


in deciding whether the unit district 
question goes to the voters is the size 
of the proposed district. Most propos- 
als consolidate a number of smaller 
districts into a larger district, he said. 


There is "no magic figure" as to 


the best size for a school district, but 
the "uppermost limit" outside of the 
Chicago school system would be be- 
tween 30,000 and 45,000 students, he 
said 


THE ELK GROVE proposal would 


create a unit district with 17 ele- 
mentary schools, five junior high 
schools, two high schools and about 
15,000 students. 


"Elk Grove is one of several unit 


district requests with complicating 
factors which must be reviewed," 
Cronin said. "It is kind of open-ended 
and requires judgment and dis- 
cretion." 


Cronin said his "great worry today 


is the reverse Robin Hood problem — 
stealing from the poor to give to the 
rich. 


"I'm becoming very sensitive to the 


fact that in some of these schemes, 
not all the people affected get a 
chance to vote. For instance, the poo- 
rer half couldn't vote where the rich 


could secede," he said. 


Cronin said he doesn't "collect evi- 


dence on the program gains. I look at 
the adequacy of the property base to 
the numbers of pupils served. And I 
look a tthe general well-being of the 
whole area served '' 


Since he came into office 18 months 


ago, Cronin said he has turned down 
only two requests for unit district 
elections. 


ONE, WHICH WAS turned down in 


the Will-Grundee county area, was re- 
jected because a portion of the high 
school district wanted to form a unit 
district He said the unit district had 
"a genuine possibility of damage to 
the remaining area" because the tax 
base wealth would have gone to the 
unit district. 


Another proposal generated from 


LaSalle County was turned down be- 
cause it involved a small number of 
districts. "I concluded this was not a 
good proposal. Since that time there 
has been another proposal." which 
was accepted for the area, he said. 


Cronin said he usually concurs with 


the regional superintendent's recom- 
mendation although there have been 
instances when he has reversed that 
recommendation. 


Because his office is removed from 


the local political arena, he said he 
can give an unbiased view on the is- 
sues that might not be possible for the 
regional superintendent to give.

Games always have been his foremost 
goal, the meat of his life. He would 
not concede defeat, not without finally 
knowing whether Bob Vehe could be- 
come a champion. 


"I've had a lifelong dream to win a

gold medal," Bob sairt from Allen- 
town, Pa., adjacent to Trexlertown 
where his training soon will be com- 
pleted for this month's XIX Summer 
Olympic Games. 


Bob will train at

before taking a bus into Montreal for 
the games, which begin July 17. 


Winning a gold medal is not likely 


this year. There are too many fine 


Europeans. Perhaps in 1980. But it 
has become an obsession for Bob 
Vehe. 


"You have to be obsessed to be a 


bike rider," said Bob, who still re- 
gards speed skating as his favorite 
sport. "But I enjoy it. I'm just start- 
ing to reap the benefits." 


AN ATHLETE OF lesser dedication 


might have retired seven years ago. 
That was when 15-year-old Bob Vehe 
survived an incredible bicycle-truck 
accident. 


The date was July 21, 1969 Bob was 


riding near his home. His vision was 
obscured by a line of tall bushes. 


"I didn't see the truck coming, and 


he didn't see me," said Bob. "It threw 
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me into the air. I came down in the 
street." 


The diagnosis read broken left col- 


larbone plus breaks m all major 
bones of his left leg. Pins and plates 
were used to reassemble Bob Vehe. 


He did not walk for eight months. 


Pins and plates were inside Bob for 10 
months. Less than one year after the 
accident, Bob Vehe was racing again. 


He competed m state and national 


finals from 1970-72, his highest finish 
being a third at 1971 nationals. In the 
fall of 1972, Bob was shelved again 
with a shattered left forearm. He was 
injured while playing soccer.

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Dist. 59 unit plan an updated idea 


Editor's note: Hearings will begin 


this week on the formation of a unit 
school district for Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist. 59 — an Issue that has 
caused considerable controversy in 
the district and in High School Dist. 
214. 


Dist. 59 is one of seven elementary 


districts that currently feeds into Dist. 
214. The creation of a unit district 
would sever two of Dist. 214's eight 
high schools from that district. Only 
Dist. 59 residents will be able to vote 
on the matter, however. 


In a three-part series Education 


Desk reporter Judy .lobbitt examines 
the history of the unit district propos- 
al and the financial and educational 
impact.

aren't new in the Northwest suburbs. 


The concept has come up in a num- 


ber of communities over the years, 
but at some point during the dis- 
cussion, it always has been dropped. 


Last fall the topic came up in Elk 


Grove Township Dist. 59 when com- 
munity leaders brought up the idea of 
forming a Dist. 59 area unit district. 


The impetus came initially from 


Centex Industrial Park with the Elk 
Grove Assn. of Industry and Com- 
merce recommending that a study be 
done on the subject. 


The Dist. 59 school board took the 


idea one step further by establishing a 
citizens' committee to update a unit 
district study done in 1973 by the ele- 
mentary school district. 


The 1973 study committee voted 


against pursuing a unit district in 


Dist. 59. However, the study did rec- 
ommend that another group look at 
the issue in the future. 


Although the 1973 committee studied 


several options in forming a unit dis- 
trict, the committee formed this year 
limited its investigation to a unit dis- 
trict that would form along the Dist. 
59 boundaries. The committee worked 
with Illinois School Consultants, a pri- 
vate firm hired by the Dist. 59 board 
to prepare data for the 1973 and 197S 
studies. 


THE PROPOSED unit district will 


separate Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools from High School Dist. 
214 and will place the two high schools 
and 
all the Dist. 
59 elementary 


schools under the control of one board 
of education and administration. 


After more than three months of 


study and discussion, the 1976 study 
committee voted 14 to 9 to support go- 
ing through the legal process to form 
a Dist. 59 unit district. 


A committee of 10 residents — the 


nucleus of the study committee — 
filed a petition in April with the coun- 
ty schools superintendent, as required 
by law. The petition asks that an elec- 
tion be held on the issue of forming a 
Dist. 59 unit district. The petition calls 
for a combined education and building 
fund tax rate of $3 84 per S100 equal- 
ized assessed valuation for the unit 
district, which equals the anticipated 
combined tax rates for Dist. 59 and 
Dist. 214. 


A SERIES OF legal steps now will 


begin before the issue gets to the vot- 
ers, beginning with a series of public 
hearings on the issues,. The first hear- 
ing is at 7 p.m. Thursday at Elk 


Grove High School, 500 Elk Grove 
Blvd. It will not adjourn until all per- 
sons wishing to present evidence have 
been heard. 


The final word on whether an elec- 


tion will be held rests with the state 
schools superintendent, Joseph Cro- 
nin, who will review the evidence and 


county superintendent's recommenda- 
tion. 


If an election is called for, residents 


in Dist. 59 will have the opportunity to 
decide whether to form the first unit 
district in the Northwest suburbs.

Scarsdale residents meet 
to find new lighting system 


Rcsidehts of the Scarsdale subdivi- 


sion in Arlington Heights are "re- 
grouping" after learning that the light- 
ing system chosen by the homeowners 
association has been rejected by the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation, 
ac- 


cording to a spokesman for the home- 
owners group. 


"We have a lot of disappointed 


people out here. I think we're just 
kind of regrouping now to see what 
we ought to do," said Jerome Parlee, 
chairman of the Scarsdale streetlight- 
ing committee. 


Parlee said Tuesday that officers 


and trustees of the homeowners asso- 
ciation have begun to meet to discuss 
last week's decision, which ruled out 
the mercury-vapor system favored by 
residents in the Scarsdale area, where 
a 50-year-old lighting system Ls to be 
replaced. 


State officials ruled that the Village 


of Arlington Heights cannot use motor 
fuel tax funds to pay for the system 
because it will not meet national Light- 
ing standards. 


THE SYSTEM chosen by the Scars- 


dale homeowners association called 
for 15-foot poles with coachlight fix- 
tures mounted on top with 220-foot 
spacing between poles. 


The state also rejected two other 


plans submitted by the village. 


One plan called for the same poles 


and fixtures chosen by the Scarsdale 
committee, but with 100-foot spacing 
and 100-watt lamps instead of 175 watt 
lamps. 


The other plan rejected was similar 


to one currently used in other sections 
of the village, where private devel- 


opers have paid for the lighting sys- 
tems. It called for aluminum poles 26 
feet high with extended arms and 330- 
foot spacing between poles. The lamps 
were to be 175-watt sodium-vapors, 
except at intersections, where they 
would be 250 watts. 


"THIS HAS BECOME a big snarl 


of governmental bureaucracy. 
We 


were led to believe that compromises 
were possible, but now, for some rea- 
son, 
there's no more compromising. 


What we're meeting about now is to 
try and find out why the state has 
tightened up its standards so much," 
Parlee said. 


The reason none of the three pro- 


posals submitted to the state was ap- 
proved is that the requirements for 
residential lighting have doubled since 
1972, according to William Bachem of 
the village's engineering department. 


Parlee said Scarsdale residents will 


object to poles higher than 15 feet be- 
caase of the many elm trees that line 
their streets. 


"People here envision the stain 


coming in with their high poles, and 
juit installing them would mean de- 
stroying 50 per cent of our elms," he 
said. 


Bachem said he doubts whether a 


system using the 15-foot poles and 
coachlight fixtures can be developed 
to meet state standards without be- 
coming too expensive, because there 
would have to be too many poles. 


"The big point is that we've got 


post-top lighting now and it's only nat- 
ural for us to want it again," Parlee 
said. 


Concept introduced in 1973 


The key words in deciding the fate 


of a unit school district petition are 
"quality education," school officials 
say. 


Both major officials who review the 


evidence in a unit district petition pro- 
cess said their primary concern is 
whether quality education 
will be 


maintained or promoted through the 
consolidation effort. 


For the issue to come before the 


voters of the area involved, the peti- 
tions must go through several steps. 


The initial step to start a unit dis- 


trict movement has been completed 
for the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
area. A committee of 10 residents 
filed a petition setting the boundaries, 
tax rate and request for an election on 
the issue. The petitions have been ac- 
cepted, which places the issue in the 
county schools superintendent's office. 


Richard Martwick, county superin- 


tendent, has set the first hearing date 
for Thursday, when proponents and 
opponents of the unit district can pre- 
sent evidence supporting their views. 


MARTWICK MUST MAKE a rec- 


ommendation to Joseph Cronin, state 
schools superintendent, as well as pre- 
sent all evidence given at the hear- 
ings. 


Cronin has the final word on wheth- 


er a unit district election will be held. 
Only Dist. 59 residents will be able to 
vote on the proposal, according to 
state law. 


Although Martwick's recommenda- 


tion is advisory to the state superin- 
tendent, he said the county superin- 
tendent is "the person whom I think 
the state superintendent should have 
confidence in making the decision." 


Martwick said when he reviews all 


the information, "I will have to con- 
sider what is best for youngsters from 
all the area." 


Martwick said many issues are in- 


volved in the evidence presented in a 
unit district petition. He said the ma- 
jor issues involve the finances of the 
proposed unit district and other af- 
fected districts, as well as the educa- 
tional programs. 


"You'd consider everything pre- 


sented, but the primary responsibility 
is the education programs," he said. 
Martwick said financial issues are in- 
volved as they pertain to the educa- 
tion programs — whether the finan- 
cial base will be adequate to support 
or promote the education programs. 


Cronin said usually the major issue 


in deciding whether the unit district 
question goes to the voters is the size 
of the proposed district. Most propos- 
als consolidate a number of smaller 
districts into a larger district, he said. 


There is "no magic figure" as to 


the best size for a school district, but 
the "uppermost limit" outside of the 
Chicago school system would be be- 
tween 30,000 and 45,000 students, he 
said. 


THK ELK GROVE proposal would 


create a unit district with 17 ele- 
mentary schools, 
five junior high 


schools, two high schools and about 
15,000 students. 


"Elk Grove is one of several unit 


district requests with complicating

factors which must be reviewed," 
Cronin said. "It is kind of open-ended 
and 
requires judgment 
and 
dis- 


cretion." 


Cronin said his "great worry today 


is the reverse Robin Hood problem — 
stealing from the poor to give to the 
rich. 


"I'm becoming very sensitive to the 


fact that in some of these schemes, 
not all the people affected get a 
chance to vote. For instance, the poo- 
rer half couldn't vote where the rich 
could secede." he said. 


Cronin said he doesn't "collect evi- 


dence on the program gains. I look at 
the adequacy of the property base to 
the numbers of pupils served. And I 
look a tthe general well-being of the 
whole area served." 


Since he came into office 18 months 


ago, 
Cronin said he has turned down 


only two requests for unit district 
elections. 


ONE. 
WHICH WAS turned down in 


the Will-Grundee county area, was re- 
jected because a portion of the high 
school district wanted to form a unit 
district. He said the unit district had 
"a genuine possibility of damage to 
the remaining area" because the tax 
base wealth would have gone to the 
unit district. 


Another proposal generated from 


LaSalle County was turned down be- 
cause it involved a small number of 
districts "I concluded this was not a 
good proposal Since that time there 
has been another proposal." which 
was accepted for the area, he said. 


Cronin said he usually concurs with 


the regional superintendent's recom- 
mendation although there have been 
instances when he has reversed that 
recommendation. 


Because his office is remo\ed from 


the local political arena, he said he 
can give an unbiased view on the is- 
sues that might not be possible for the 
regional superintendent to give. 


Doctor recalls swine flu epidemic 


BALTIMORE (DPI) - In August Of 


191.S, patients coughing up blood and 
suffering from acute exhaustion be- 
gan streaming into Baltimore's St. 
Agnes Hospital. Those who lived to 
reach St. Agnes were near collapse. 
Many died on elevators on their way 
to makeshift beds. 


Dr. Damian Alagia, who had been 


at St. Agnes just over a year, didn't 
know it then, but he was seeing some 
of the first victims of the developing 
worldwide swine flu epidemic that 
would claim 20 million lives before 
subsiding in 1919. 


Now nearly 60 years later, with 


Alagia reluctantly making plans to 
hang up his stethoscope, the nation is 
preparing for a $135 million campaign 
to inoculate most Americans against 
the same dreaded influenza strain. 


In 1918, about 1,000 cases of swine 


flu were diagnosed at St. Agnes in the 
2'3 months the epidemic gripped Bal- 
timore Patients were bedded down in 
the halls on cots. Every available 
space became a makeshift ward. 


NOT EVERY patient ne«dcd a bed. 
"Some were dead when they got 


here," Alagia recalled. "And about 60 
died on the elevator going up to the 
floor " 


"The morgue couldn't hold them," 


he added. About 500,000 Americans 
died during the epidemic. 


ALagia says the pattern of the dis- 


ease varied, but lethargy, spitting up 
of blood, and high temperatures were 
common symptoms. 


He said the disease struck quickly 


and unexpectedly. In about two weeks 
the patient either recovered or died. 


"It was a terrible thing. A patient 


would be walking around, they'd turn 
blue and they'd be dead. They v.ould 
turn black as ink," Alagia said. "I re- 
member making my rounds, checking 
a patient and then coming back a 
short time later and finding him 
black." 


Alagia was one of the survivors, 


catching the disease as the epidemic 
spent itself in Baltimore. 


"I CAME DOWN wilh it the last of 


October. I was giving resuscitation to 
a seminarian He died about 2 o'clock 
and I was in bed by 9 p.m." 


Treatment was primitive at best, 


Alagia said. 


"About all we could do was put 


them to bed. give them the quinine 
treatment, codeine, or digitalis to 
keep up the circulation," Alagia re- 
called sitting in his wood-paneled of- 
fice in suburban Catonsville. 


In the outer office, 
two patients 


waited to see the 81-year-old doctor 
whose light brown hair has never 
grayed. In the morning he had made 
house calls to his "old people. You 
know (he people I've been seeing for 
40 or 50 years." 


Alagia still sees between 30 and 40 


patients. 


The doctor, who has treated many 


religious leaders in Baltimore and 
worked with patient* at St. Michael's

Home, the old home for retired Sis- 
ters of Charity. Seton Psychiatric In- 
.stitutu. and seminary students at St. 
Charles College, has mixed feelings 
about the plan for massive swine flu 
vaccinations, 


"I CANT SEE any harm in the vac- 


cine." But he added, "the world is 
filled with such anxiety and fear 
about things that never occur. I think 
we alarm people more than we 
should." 


Alagia, who has seen not only the 


swine flue epidemic, but widespread 
outbreaks of typhoid and sleeping 
sickness, is quick to point out the 
benefits of vaccination. "Now, there's 


where the progress is — in the use of 
vaccines " 


When Alagia first began practicing, 


doctoi-s did all their own lab work and 
physicians didn't have insulin, penicil- 
lin and other antibiotics. 


Techniques aren't the only changes. 
When Alagia entered the University 


of Maryland Medical School at the 
age of 19. hospital room and board in 
a ward ran $14 a week. Now a patient 
pays $93 a day for a semiprivate room 
at St. Agnes. 


Alagia claims he is slowly retiring 


Leisure time will be a new experience 
for him 


In the past 59 years. 21.550 days, he 


estimated he has missed his rounds at 
St. Agnes on only 1.700 days. That in- 
cludes the 1.096 days he spent at a 
tuberculosis hospital in New York be- 
tween 1929 and 19.12. 


ALAGIA HEADILY admits he i.s 


most likely to remember 
the vast 


number of patients he has seen 
through the years by their ailments, 
rather 'than their faces. 


"I just called everybody ' honey.' 


It's a wonder I didn't get smashed in 
the face," he chuckled. 


For all his years, medicine Ls just 


as fascinating to him now as when he 
started. 


" E v e r y individual is different. 


We're never going to conquer this hu- 
man body." 


His only regret? 
"I wish I could continue another 59
